gour. Nor is it unlikely that extreame vaſſalage was the 
end of that long ſluggiſh Peace, when the Nation could 
not have been more happy , then- in ſome juſt and honou- 
mble warre with forraigne parts, though now none more 
miſerable by reaſon of theſe civilt broyles, that teare the 
bowels and cate up the ſtrength of the Kingdome. 'Tis 
no ſhame in the roma of time to looke backe upon the 
beginnings of aCtion. The Trained Bands accounted the 
maine ſupport of the Realme, and Bulworks againſt unex- 
peed invaſions, were effeminate in courage and uncapable 
of Diſcipline , becauſe their whole courſe of life was aliena- 
td trom warlike imployment, in ſo much that young and 
ative ſpirits were more perfe&t by the experience of two 
daies ſervice. Wherefore theſe men might calily repine at 
qppreſiion , and have a will to preſerve themſelves ; yet a 
{mall body of deſperate Cavalliers mighe over*rnanne and 
ruine them at their pleaſure. Some protefied Souldiers were 
lent downe fromthe Parliament to ſettle theſe and the Miliria 
bands, who had this onely according to the Rules of warre, 
to be gathered under ſeverall Captaines, and many of them 
into the forme of a Regiment, which difpoſttion might fit them 
for a ſuddaine ſervice, and the very poſture conferre ſometbing 
of a warlike ſpirit. 

- Within the City of Gloxceſter one Company of Volunteers 
was added to the Trayned Band, and ſome Peeces of Ordi- 
nanceobtained trom London and Briftoll , which were then re- 
ceived with univerſall amazement by an Inland people;though 
not long after they grew familiar with their terrible executi- 
ons : meane while che Ciry was open on three parts at leaſt, 
and had no conſilerable defence , onely tapable thereof by 
advantaye of ſcituation : The Citizens did mainely ſhew their 
care and affeRtion in tortifying the Towne , a worke both ex- 
penlive and -teclious ; being of great compaſſe, and raiſed 


{rom he ground : During thele things the Enemy came not 
ro C neere 
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dwellings, we heard of them a farre off , but little 
yp hae oy fr of blood ſhould be blowne from 


the North and ſettle over us , upon whom it afterwards ©: 


brake into ſo many ſhowres ; that this place ſhould become 
the ſeate of Warre, and the Stage of ation; that then ly- 
ing open to a free commerce with the World » it ſhould 
be ſhut up ſometimes in {tri cuſtody , but ſtill under a lar- 
ger confinement, and beleagured at a diſtance in the mid?} 
of the Kings head Garriſons, 

At thattime the rumours of Warre and firſt a&s of Ho 
Rility quickly filled the cares and tongues of people, Alarms 
were then taken at a greater diſtance, and the firſt was gi- 
yen from the neighbour City of Worceſter, by five hundred of 
the Kings Horſe, which entred the I owne , and at that ſea» 
ſon were not the leaſt part of his Majelties forces : His whole 
ſtrength could not amount to the number of a juſt Army, ac- 
cording to the ſlender proportion of thoſe times, neither could 
they march like a ſet and perfe& body , but flaſht through 
the Land as the Heng that ſtrikes from one quarter of 
the Heaven to the other. The noyſe of a nearer Enemy rcai- 
ſed the Volunteers of the Country, who marched under the 
condutt of ſome Gentlemen towards Worceſter , expeQing to 


meecte Colonell Nathaniel Fiennes with a ſtrength of Horſe, 7 


but Colonell Fiennes had faced the Towne and drawne off 
before the advance of our Foote, and they alſo retreated 
having done nothing , but ſo meanely prepared for the ſer- 
vice, that they were much bound to the Enemy that they 
fell not out of the City and cut them in peeces. The ſame 
Volunteers came on the ſecond time, and were to joyne 
once more with Colonell Fiennes, who returned with a greater 
[trength of Horſe and Dragoones under the Command of 
Colonel] Sands, and now allo prevented our Foot ; they at- 
tempted the onſet, and approached the Towne with much 
ſpeed and confidence on the Welch fide of Secaveine, ſup- 
poling the Earle of Eſſex at hand to aſſault the other fide; 
but were mecrely deluded by a falſe Meſſage from the Enem 


wat 
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with a ſignall accordingly given, at which inſtant of time 


Prince Rupert arrived at Worceſter, By meanes of this decir 
the Horſe ruſh upon an Ambuſcado, when through the 
traightneſle of the paſſage firſt over a Bridge, then through 
a narrow Lane, neither the Reare could be brought up, nor 
the Van make a Retreat. *Twas an hot skirmiſh, and perfor- 
med with futhcient gallantry on our part by them that came 
up , where perſons of value were {laine and taken, the ret 
wholly routed and fled in confuſion farre beyond the reach 
of a perſuite. This Victory was of great conſequence to the 
Enemy, becaule the Omen and firſt fruits of the warre. Upon 
this the Kings forces hearing of the approach of the Parlia- 
ment Army immediately quitted the Trvmah : ſo they ſhifted 
from place to place ſince their inconſderable number would 
ſcarce allow them toereft any Garriſon ; yet they encreaſed 
by their motion and quick diſpatch, gathered the ſtrength 
of the Countries as they oaſled along, and withall over- 
came the contempt of their ſmall numbers, and by frequent 
execution gained the repute of a Party not eafily to be van- 
_ his they ated while the Parliament Army lay 

ill, or marched according to the flow paces of a greater 
Body. The day .after the Skirmiſh the Earle of Eſſex en- 
tred Worceſter with his whole Power, and there continued 
a moneths ſpace, ſent forth ſeverall Parties, as the Lord Sten- 
ford to Hereford to prevent the Forces of South-wales, whillt 
the King lay about Sbrewshwry, and raiſed himſelfe to ſuch an 
Army as was able to deale with and endanger that maine po- 
wer raiſed by the Parliament. 

After the famous Battaile at Edge-hill, the firſt large fie!d 
of bloud in theſe Civill Warres, though the Kings Army 
was there much broken , yet his ſtrength increaſed, and mul- 
titudes began to looke towards him , as one at leaſt-wiſe 
poſſible not to be overcome, and in this ſtrange confluence of 
men His Army ſeemed like that fabulous generation that 
ſprung out of the teeth of the Cadmean Serpent buried in the 
carth. The negleQed — — formidable, and the

Thus the preſent ſtate of things bad taught men to diltinguiln #2 


between the true Commons of the Realme and the dregys of 122 
the people ; the one the moſt vehement afſertors of Publicke 73 
Liberty, but the other the firit riſe of Tyrannicall Govern* Fe 
ment, and the foot-ſtoole upon which Princes tread when 7 


they aſcend the height of Monarchy. In that City many of 
rae rich men were dii-affe&ed to reformed Religion and 


fome more powerfull were conſcious of delinquency ; o® 
thers upbrayded themſelves with their owne publicke dil» 
grace, and therefore did much diſtaſte the waies of th* 


Parliament , and the needy multitade beſides their natur 
rall hatred of good Order were at the devotion of the 


rich men. Theſe therefore began to raiſe Commorions z 
and hearing of the advance of the Forces from Gloſter, 
flocked together after a tumultuary manner, ſhuc up the 


Gates , but chiefly opgrane that Pore where they expetted 
an Entrance would made, and planted asf» —_ 


aga 
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againſt the approach of our men, witha full reſolution 
to fire upon them. T hey vcre expetted in the Evening , 
but Colonell Efex had intelligence of thele preparacions, 
and from a Party within was direCted that night to march 
to another Gate (then negleCted by the multitude ) that 
ſhould be ſet open ; this was performed accordingly, and 
becimes in the morning he entred the City with his two Re- 
giments, bclides great numbers out of this County, and in 
an inſtant ſurprized the mutineers, and quaſned the buſi- 
nefſe without drawing of bloud. 

The City of Gl/oxceſier was againe left naked till the 
Earle of Stamford marched hither with his Regiment of 
Foot, and two T roopes of Horſe trom Hereford, the Earle 
himſelte was commanded into the Weſt upon his firſt ar- 
rivall, but his Regiment deſigned tor this City under the 
command of Licutcnant Colonell Jaffe , firk as Deputy 
Governour under the Lord Stamford, afterwards with the 
power in himſelte which for the ſpace of two yeares and 
fixe nioneths continued an uninterupted and happy 
Government. The providence of God and the feliciry of 
the place ſo over-ruling, that that Country which ſhould 
endure the brunt , fultaine ſo many violent ſhocks, and 
beare up under the Kings whole Army ſhould be detended 
by a Commander, whole experience, fidelity, and valour 
with indefatigable care and indultry might anſwer the 
expeCtation of ſo great a trult, afliſted with that Regi- 
ment, whoſe very name proved a terrour to the Enemy, 
and long enjoyed the honour of the moſt ancient Regr- 
ment in the Parliament Army , though broken , torne, 
and worne out wich cxtraurdinary duty and ſervice. And 
becauſe the meere pompe of Military preparations, and 
the hopes of a ſudden ViRtory being now paſt, the warre 
bath put on a blacker viſage , and the ſad efte&s thereof 
come home to theſe parts; it is meete to exprelle what was 
the ſtate of the Country at that time. The inhabitants vt 
this County had,-openly engaged the mſe]ves in the State

falſereports,and to ſtave off the Enciny the Governour was to 
put the beſt face on a bad matter. 

Meane while a great power of the Welch Army advance to- 
wards Glovceſter and ſerled at Hignham houſe within two 
miles of the City and began to intrench. The Governouc pla- 
ced a Guard at the Biſhops houſe to keepe them at a di- 
tance. Str. Jerome Brett their, Major Generall had the con- 
dence tO demand the Towne, but the ſummons was received 
with ſcorne fyom a_Welch Brigade, and became ridiculous 
when Prince Rxpert had beene twice refuſed, beſides an in- 
veterate hatred detived by fabulous tradition had paſſed be- 
tweene the Welch-men and the Citizens of Gloucefter. Such 
flight and irrationall paſſages prevaile much with the common 
people in who:n opinion beares rale. Thoie Forces were ſaid 
to expect Prince ts approach on the other ſide, elle it 
cannot be imagined to what end they lay five weekes in a 
ſtinking nz. T hey were baſely baſled, never attempted our 
ant-Guard, never undertooke the leaſt Party that iiſued torth, 
Meanewhite the Prince was conceived to waite upon other 
deſignes. The Briſto!l Plot offered it ſelfe, upon which his 
Aqui did attend bzfore the Gates of that City. I hence 

e was drawne off to ftop Sir William Wallers advance tor 
our reliefe, who deceived the Prince by fttrong reports 
and night marches , and happily drilled along his imall 
Army to the place cf ation. The Governour cou!d at- 
tempt nothing but onely make good the Guard ar the Ei- 
ſhops houſe, and fourth witlr ſome-ſtender Sallyes ; he had 
not an hundred EHorſ;and the Enemies foot were double the 
namber of thoſe in the Gacriton; at length an addition of two 
hundred Horie and Dragoenes from Briſtol under the' com- 
mand of Captain Jebn Fiezmes gave ſome life to the bulinelie : 
hereupon ſeve.all Fartics attundry times were drawn out, <Þ 
never failed to beat the Enemy imo their works, kill andeake 
pci.oners, although treble the number of cur ftrongeit Par- 
ty. So that the name of our "_ Regiment became a terrour

ned totake up Armes, partly allured with the hope of plun- 
der. Certainely they were deceived out of their owne Coun- 
ery not to fight but to take Glowceſter 3 by which meanes they 
could aftan impotent villany and cruelty, bat nothing ot a 
Souldiers gallantry. | 6 
Immediately after the taking of Adalmerbury Sir Willizm 
Waller bent his courſe towards Glexceſter, and laid his de- 
figne for the ſurprize of the Welch Army ; he gave notice 
ot his advance unto Lieutenant: Colonell Maſe, with dr 
reions inſtantly to draw forth both Horſe and Foot be- 
fore Hignbam, and to, keepe them in continual a&ion, that 
they might not underſtand his ch. He gave order 
likewiſe that thoſe Fs eat Mick were brought from 
L:ndon upon Carriages for ſervice upon the River Seaverne, 
ſhould be ſent downe to Frampton paſſage, fixe miles be- 
low Glouceſter , where both Horfte and Foot were arrived by 
noone, paſſed over the River before night, and unawares of 
the Enemy got. bgtween them and home , tooke them in a 
ſnare and intercepted their flight. The Governour pertor- 
med won to the intention of the Plot , drew forth all 
the Horſe and a Party of five hundred Foot, brought up 
the Ordnance neere the houſe, and kept them in the heatc 
of play till the Evening; at night he ſet Guards round 
the houſc, with that ſtraiteneſſe and confidence that the 
Enemy durſt not ftirre, nor a ſteale out , although 
they lay fifteene hundred ſtrong. At Sunne rifing they had 
a freſh Alarme by our Ordnance, and were held to it by 
our Musket ſhot. This morning their Horſe iſſued out, at* 
tempting to force their way through the Horſe Guard , 
which did, and put ſome of our Horſe raſbly charg* 
ing and upon diſadyantage, to a diſorderly retreate, but 
comming up to a Foot Guard received a repulſe: and to 
— reliefe of that Guard which was thought too weake, a 
wr was drawne from the Artillery, and that againe by 
R : 24 Won much neglefted, in ſo much that the ſame in- 
ant the enemy fell our upon our Ordnance then like to

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be deſerted, but were beaten backe by the gallantry of 
ſome few that kept their ground. In this point of adCtion 
Sir William Waller came up and ſhot his warning-peece on 
the other fide, which daſht the Enemy , and ſo revived our 
men that they ran up with fury, ſtormed a redoubt, and 
cooke in it two Captaines and above thirty private Soul- 
dicis, which ſervice had a maine influence upon the ſur- 
render of the houſe; Sir Wiliam placed his Army to the beſt 
advantage for ſhew, and diſplaid the Colours of two Foot 
Regiments reduced to a hundred and fifty men, drew neere 
the houſe and made ſome few ſhot with his Canon; Af- 
ter his approach not a man of the Enemy was ſhine or 
hart , yet the: common Souldier would doe any thing bur 
fight, when they were well fortified, and had a ſufficient Ma- 
gazine 5 they ſounded a Parley and ſent forth ſome Officers 
torreat, which hadthis refult ; that they ſhould render the 
houſe and themſelves as priſoners, and the Officers ſhould re- 
ceive reſpect and'quarter according to their quality. [pon the 
returne of theſe termes ſome adviſed to break threugh,which 
the common: Souldiers utterly retuſed and neglefted the'ad- 
vant a dark and rainy night: The perſons that treated 
dearlrrheſecondtime in a kind'of begging way, but at laſt 
accepted rhe former conditions, and gave up the FYelch Army 
mto the hands-of men quite ſpentwicth continual! marches 
and' watching: Divers perſons of quality were here taken, 
the moſtpowerfall”Gentry of HerefordſVire , ſome of thoſe. 
thatin ſcorne-were-ſtiled the Nine Worthies,who in the firit 
opening of the greatbreach affronted the Parliament"with 
a ſcandalous remonſtrance;;' the next day being the twenty 
fift off Marclt, neere fifteene Inmdred were :led Captive in+ 
to Glineeſier ,, as great a number as Sir William Walers Ar- 
my -with*the Garriforr- Forces conld rife' unto : Thus: the. 
fick fruites of 1aler were blaſted, the ſtrength of the nea- 
rer parts-almoſt vanquiſhed, and the. effeQs of this Victory 
had been_more laſting had it been uſed to the beſt ad- 
vantage: The Kings Party had a notable faculty in the im- 
provement of Victories __ impriſonment, and inhaun- 
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cing the rate of their Captives; their uſual fherceneſſe did 
extrat great Ranſomes or unequall exchanges, and dil- 

{ed them todetaine their Captives in extreame milery , 
and to negle& their owne friends in.the like thralldome, 
of which thoſe that were taken at Cirenceſter gave a tul! 
teſtimony : But the Parliament Garriions knew not how 
ro keepe a corre/pondence in this caſe, but groancd un- 
der the burchen of miſerable priſoners, were prone to ex- 
change, or {et free upon ealte termes. And by this meancy 
mo#t of the common ſouldiers then taken within tenne 
daies were ſent backeinto their owne Country, with an Oach 
never to ſerve againſtthe Parliament ; others. that tendred # 
themſelves were entertained in the ſervice, who for the molt 38 
part proved Runnegadoes ; the Commanders and Gentle- 
men came off, ſome with a Ranſome, and Oath which they 
qiewy violated, and the reſidue were wholly loſt at the 
urrender of Briſoll. 

The whole ſucceſle of the former aftion happily complyed 
with the maine Plot, and extreamly daſhed the Kings atfaires 


in theſe parts. The generall fame did increaſe and heighten 
the repute of Sir WilliamWaller,and the enemy poſletled there 
with bezan to draw back on all ſides ; Sir 1attbew Care? 
forthwith quitted the Towne of Tewksbary, which within 


twelve houres was repoſleſt by our Forces, Captaine fob" 
Fienes was commanded thither with Ke te wa _—_ of 
Horſe and Dragoones, with whom the well-affe&ed of the 
Town that abode in Gloweeſter began to returne. The under- 
taking was haſty and confuſed, without the obſervance of 
the Enemies motion or diſtance,or any rationall aſfurance of 
defending the Place.

When 
he came necre the Towne of Monmouth where the Lord Her- 
bert had began to place a Garriſon, the.

Sir Mattbew Carew fled, and many eſca- 
ped the hands of our men, who wanted numbers to ſar- 
round the Towne, but molt of the common Souldiers, and 
ſome valuable Officers were taken, Oxford was as miſerably 
gulled in theſe paſſages, and' in a few houres extreamely 
affeded with contrary re ; for the jocund newes of the 
vanquiſhing of Sir Wil.

Neither was he-wanting to himſelfe , but made the beſt uſe 
of his prelent fame, and kept it up by conſtant ative endeavours, 
leſt a lictle intermiſſion might permit the enemy to recolle& him- 
ſelfe, or the reall weaknefle of this Army be diſcerned, It was 
therefore faddenly reſolyed for Hereford, whither he advanced 
with a thouſand Horſe and Dragoons, aſlitted by the Governour, 
with che greatelt part of the Lord Stamfords Regiment : there 
were alſo the beginnings of Colonell Thomas Stephens his Regi- 
ment. The maine body of Horſe and Foot were drawn up i 
Biſters gate on the North fide of the Town, Rood aloot off 2nd 
ſhor at rardom ; tull the Lievrenant Colonell commanded Cap- 
tain Grey witha party of muskertiers over the River, towards Wie 
Bridge, whoſe march was ſecured by a riſing bank under the walls. 
Thele were ordered to make ſhey of an afſaulr, and if need were 
tofallback unto the water fide, where ſeconds were pleced for their 
reliefe, The enemies horſe {allied out upon them , whom that 
party having gallantly kept off , and forced back intothe City, 
with-drew thence and gained a Church within Piſtoll ſhor of Sr 
Owens gate, whence our Musketiers plaied onthe walls, and ex- 
ceedingly terrified thoſe within. But the main relt of the buſi- 
nefſe was the name of a conquering army , which Sir /:/lians 
Weller improved to the bett advantage by all expedition apd in- 
duſtry : And to help forward, Maſſie drew up two Sakers ina ſtrait 
line againtt /'5gwerſh gate, not without extream hazard by ſhor 
from the walls ; himſelle gave fire, and the firſt Canon ſhot entred 
the gate. rook an Oſticers head from his ſhoulders, and flew tome 
tew beſides, More ſhots were made , each of which ſcoured the 
fireets, and fo daunted the enemy, that they preſently ſounded a 
parley, which was entertained by Sir Williaws Waller, and hoſtages 
given on both fides ; the Parley my almoſt the whole day, man 
| m

moſt of the common ſouldters ranne over Wie bridge into Wales, 
only the Commandersand Gentlemen remained and ere rcpor. 
ted to be held in by the Townſmen, to ſiveeren the ſurrender, ad 
' obtaine better ovarter. Next morning they rendred : the chiefs 
priſoners here taken were the Lord Scudamore, Colonell { ormg:hy 
Sir William Crofts, &c. few horle and private ſouldiers, bur ttore 
of Armes and Ammunition. The Town compounded , was {e- 
cured from plunder,and after fourteen dayes deſerted. Sir William 


Waller obtained many faire viRories, but had no power tomake i 
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the State made 2n inconſiderable number of men the only ſtay of 


them good. becauſe his field was too large for that firength ; 2nd 


the remote parts. Theſe could over-run the enemies Countrey, 
but get no ground, malter no ſtrong hold, nor reduce a ur na« 
turally malignant , that were daſhed at -preſent, bur did flouriſh 
again in the reverſe of the Kings Army, The next attempr was 
made upon Worcefer, whither all the horſe and the grearelt part 
of the blue Regiment were drawn. They at Oxford were (aid to 
have yeelded that Town for loſt, and to give out that Sir William 


was gone to take poſſeſſion of his purchale. For at that time Trea- $ 


ſon was the pretended caule of every loſfe on both ſides, eſpecially 
if weak and unworthy. Both horſe and foot came up betore the 
City, where they lay a day and a night , effeRted nothing, and were 
drawn off at the noiſe of the Lord Cape/s advance ; at which infiant 
Sit William Waller was taken off thele parts, and ordered to march 
mo the Weſt, with all ſpeed to prevent the joyning of Sir Ralph 
Hojtons forces with the reſt of the Kings Army. Sir Robert Cooks 
Regiment was called off from Tewksbury for the Weltern expe- 
dition, and that Townonce more lighted. 

HithertoLievtenant Colonell Afaſſiegoverned the Ciry of Glo 
ceſter by deputation from the Earle of Stenford, whole returne 
Was not expected ; wherefore the thoughts of the Citizens began 
toenquire after a Goyernour. They CO well of a man neare 
home, and caſt their eye upon a knowne Patriot. Nevercheleſſe

ava)! hazard, found that the neceſſity of this place did require a 
tried Squldier, and thar-ſach a one might poſſibly be found faith- 
full ; but a timorous or unskilfull aan muſt needs ruine all.

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- | etent aſſurance of his fidelity; that by the choice of 
the Chinens and the Lord Generals Commitics, Yeu rr 
Governour. To enable the City to detend it ſelfe, a foot Regi- 
rent was raiſed by Commiſſion from Sir William Waller out of the 
Town'men, for the major part both Oſfcers and Souldiers, urder 
the Command of Colonell Henry Stephens. The firſt intention 
of this Regiment was to defend the City only within the walls, ac- 
cording to the infancy of warre ; bur the hard ſervice of thisplace 
did ſuddenly require and exaG the full duty of Souldiers. Ar this 
inſt;nt the City was well becalmed, only there hapned one paſſage 
of inferiour nature, but full of the fortune of warre. The Governeur 
with a party of an hundred and twenty Horſe and Dragoons, ad- 
vanced towards Stow in the wold, to beat up the enemies quarters ; 
By break of day he fellinto S/awghrey, rook a Lievtenant, twelve 
Troopers, horle and armes, and thence marched to Odingrona mile 
beyond Srow, where he ſurpriſed a Capraine ofa Troop with forty 
men and horle, and lo made homeyards, negleRing the reſidue of 
the enemy, who dreyy out of their quarters with all peed. The 
remainder of their Regiment fell upen the reere of our men, neare 
unto Slzwghter with tome ſlight execution, bur were beaten back. 
The Governour being confident he was able to fight with them ” 
upon any ground , made no halle to march off, tillthe enemy had 
received a ſupply of Horle from Swdely Caſtle, and again charged 
him at Andovers foord, whom our men received gallently, and re- 

ulſed without any lofle. The Capraine that led the Van was ſlain 
bythe Govetnours hand, and the reſt wheeled about ; whereupon 
the Goyervour dilmounted the Dragoons, and divided his men 
into three bodies,-the horle.to the right and left wing, in this po- 
ſure reſolving ro march up to the enemy ( who would glad y r1d 
their hands ot the buſineſſe ) but having advanced a little diſtance, 


and looking back to _ on his men, ſaw the greater patt in a 


range hurry, occaſioned by the faceing abour of ſome cowardly 
ſpirits, and himfelte with-rhoſe diſmounted men deſperately en- 
gaged ; for.a while he ſhuffled amonght the enemies Troopes , tull 
oblerving himlelfeyed by ſome,he iprang forth, fired 1n their faces, 
andcame laſt off the field upon the maine roade. He offended here, 
by affeting roo much gallantry , and was deceived in his-new 


piled men, who were not hardned by the ſight ofan enemy. Be- 
F 2 ſides, 
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ſides, ns ordinary care was had of ſecuring the priſoners, who were 
all recovered back. Fonr of ours were flaine, many wounded ; Co. 
Jonell Stephens , a Lievienant, with five and twenty private foul- 
diers, raken priſoners. The ſpringing, _ of Colonell Stephent 
failed unfortunarely, when his eager minde, engaged him in the 
2ion without order, and againſt the will of the Commander in 
chiefe ; he had no command in the ation , but halted after a 

dy of the ſervice ; he was led captive to Oxford, and a while 
after breathed his laſt in that poyſonous ayre , where many Gen- 
tlemen were obſerved in thoſe dayes to expire. 

Amid rheſe things Sir Joh» Winter, a zealous Papiſt, began to 
declare himſelfe. A ſubrile wir, that pretended innocency rill his 
houre was come, and had almoſt perſwaded the world that he dutt 
deny himfelfe, and commit an unpardonable finne againſt the Ca- 
tholike Canſe. His houſe in the Forrett of Deane was 2r fit 
negle&ed, yhen it was 1n the power of this Garriſon to ruine his 
defigne. Bur under hand heprepared for defence, ſuddenly clapt in 
his owne Confidents, and with a little labour made it inaccefſible, 
but with apparent great loffe, and maintained his den as the plague 
of the Forreſt, and a goad in the fides of this Garriſon, Thele 
things were ated abour the time of that blow almoſt farall to the 
Parliaments cauſe, in the vanquiſhing of Sit William Walers Army 
at the Devices ; which defeat caſt theſe parts of the Kingdomeinto 
a miſerable plight, when rhe State had placed the whole game in 
the ſucceſle of this Army , never providing a reſerve. The King 
became maſter of the freld, the Patliatnent left without an Amy 
thatcould check rhe enemy, who came vp to our gates, and by 
threats would feeme toſhake the walls of the City. Many began 
to prepare forflight, whoſe preſence no reall neceſſity,but the peo- 
ples opinion did require. They at Brifoll diſcloſed their feares, 
and gave No good preſages. And when that City was yeelded, 
Gloncefter did tandalone without help and hope. The Lord Ge-

feates, brought forth a dark gloomy day to the City of Glouceſter, 
The mindes ofpeople were filled with amazement, and the failing 
of ſuch a promiſing Government made molt men infidels, or at 
jeſt roqueſtionall things. Bur here was the greateſt milſchiefe of 
all: Many were not \vanting to debate upon the maine cauſe of 
che Kingdom ; malignant ſpirits took the advantage of our milery, 
and unſtable m.indes, who beholding only the ſurface of things, and 
led by the common voice of their equals, were fluſhed in proſpe- 
rous times , now became creſt-fallen, and queſtioned the paſſages 
of Stare, conceiving each miſcarriage a fundamentrall erronr, and 
accounting their preſent ſufferings nor for Religion and Liberty, 
but ſome ſcruples of State policy, The Rate of things required 
frong reſolution ; the uſuall poſture could nor pretend to the ſafe- 
ty of the place, The ſouldiers therefore ated with mindes more 
ſturdy and vigorous as deſperate concerning the enemy, bur nor in 
deſpaire of their owne party, The Commanders reſerved no place 
of retreat , and 1t cauſleſſe jealouſies over-clouded any, they put 
themſelves npon a free Declaration. The old and carefull ſouldiers 
who were unlncky in the cenſures of the people, upon the firſt ar- 
rivall of the ſad newes from Brill, vented themſelves in ſharp 
and cutted ſpeeches, which burſting from the fulnefſe of rhe 
thooghts, did imprint and pierce, were received for good pro- 
gnoſticks, and repaired {ikewiſethat credit which the preſumprion ' 
of aconceived opinion bore down, and an ordinary good behaviour 
could hardly raiſe vp, bur happily regained by one violent and ſe 
verer paflage. The Officers wete to give ina full reſolve, that no 
place be lefr for an after diſpute ; whereſore they vowed rever to 
ſee within the gates the face of a conquering enemy. But chiefly 
the hearts of the people were to be held up, wherefore the Gover- 
nour appeared in publike, rode from place toplace with acheerfull 
alpeQ, and bearing before him no change in the fudden alteration 
of fortune. To them that enquired into his very thoughts, hee 
gave affurance of ſafery , concealing the danger, or leflening its 
elteem. Fear didnor ge confufion, but things were tranlacted 
e 


In acalm andconfiant order. The preſages of witery were exqui- 


fitely ſhunned, and the leaſt ſheyy of diftraRtionand weakneſſe for- 
biddey. Money, Plate, valuable goods, orany kinde of riches were 
nct ſuffered to pafſe the Gates, bur bere to reſt as ina late Treatu- 

TYs 
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, that the people might reſolve upon a happy Deliverance or an 
—_ Detination Nenerdhdlede, wr ek was weak and faint. 
hearted, had leave to depart the City. Meane while the enemy 
dealt underhand, and by themediation of ſeeming friends. affe&;. 
onately ſolicited a Surrender, with terrible information of our ma- 
nifold loſſes abroad, of the rage of the Kings Army, and inevitable 
deſolation; and withall cendred the opportunity of an Accommo- 
dation between his Majeſty and the Citizens. The mouthes of the 
viler people were filled with curles againſt the authours of our en. 
gagements, We received ftrange intimations of dreadtull things 
concerning the State, The wnole Countrey forſook us, and 'em- 
ployed ſome to repreſent their deſires and thoughts of the buſi- 
neſſe, who in the generall had fo farre revolted trom them/elves, 
as to perſwade us to make our peace with the enemy, and to be- 
fool andexecrate our perſeverance ; for they conceived the liand- 
ing oat of Glowceſter , however advantagious to rhe Commen- 
wealth, yet miſerable for them ; becauſe by the falling down of a 
great Army, they expeRed adeſtrucion of corn and cattle, and it 
at laſt the King ſhould not rake in this place, to ſtoop perpetually 
under tio burthens, and be caſt intoa remedileſſe condition of mi- 
fery and poverty. Whereas if the enemy ſhould prevaile, they were 
luretorelt in the heart of the Kings Countrey, farre from ipor.e 
and plunger, and have as free and ample trade as in times of peace, 
The Citizens examined their own ſtrength and grounds o petle- 
verance ; a Common Councell was held, the Officers being preſent, 
their late proteltation brought to remembrance , by which they 
were all obliged never to act or comply with the adverle fation, 
and upon that pretext joyntly refuſed the tender of peace. Never- 
theleſſe a great .number ot the Inhabitants were only not ma- 
lignants, but born up by the zeale of the reſt , and the ſouldiers 
e's ; and thoſe ſtuck moſt to the buſinelſe, who were held up 
y thedeep ſenſe of Religion. or acknowledged a neceſficy to with- 
ltand a malicious andenraged enemy, whole implacable farred ut* 
ged them to offendagainſt their own deſigns,and by horrid threat- 
nings to make the attempt more deſperate. A den of Rebels wa 
the eommon language : A fery dayes reſpit recovered the City, 
and reports of a ſudden reliefe did reare up the ſpirits of the com- 
, mon people, No crofſe, ſhow, or doubttull reſolutions did hipde 
Le 
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the buſineſſe ; all ſuſpended their _ cares, and the women and 
children aRed their parts in making up the defeQs of the forrifi- 
cations. The (trength of Glouceſter was no more then two Re- 
giments of foot, an hundred horſe with the Trained Bands , and 2 . 
tw reformadoes ; there were beſides about an hunJred horſe and 
dragoons from Berk/ey Caſtle, in the whole abour fifteen hundred 
men: ſorty ſingle barrels of gunpowder, with a ſlender artillery. 
The works of a large compaſſe, not halte perfeRt ; From the 
South-gateeaftwardalmoſt to the North Port, the City yas: de- 
fended with an arcient Wall lined with earth to a reaſonable 
heigth ; thence tro the North-gate, with a ſlender work upon a 
low ground, having the advantage ofa fone Barn that commanded 
ſeverall wayes : Vpon thelower part of the City, fromthe North 
to the Welt-gate, (beinga large tract of ground) there was noan- 
cient defence, but a {mall work newly rayſed, with the advantage 
ofmariſh grounds without, and a line drawn within from the inner 
North: gate under the Colledgewall to the Priory of St Ofwalds. 
From the Weſt royards the South gate along the River fide, no 
more defence then the River it ſelfe, and the meadowes beyond le- 
yellwith the Town : from the Caſtle to the Southport, a firme and: 


loftywork to command the ld ey in the Suburbs, The 


ditches narrow, but watered round. In this poſture did the Ciry 
fland when the Kings forces hovoured over the hills, and now and 
thenskirtedupon the Town, before a cloſe hege yas laid : upon 
the tenthof «Lagsſ?, they came down likea torrent fullof viao 
andrevenge, with indignation that a forlorne City ſhould and be 
fore thery, Nevertheleſſe they would faine overcome withour: 
bloud, and the loſſe of time, then pretious in their full career of 
victory, For whichend His Majeſty came inperſon beforeir, that 
the terror of his preſence might prevaile with ſome, andthe perſon 
of the King amaze the fmple,and ſeem toalter thecaſe, Thus they 
began towork, becauſe the Mayorhadanſwereda former ſummons 
from Prince Rupert, that ——_ to his Oath he kept the Town ' 
inHis Majeſties behoof, and ſome whiſperersgave a malignant in- ' 
timation that the Kingspreſence would way the people. And it ' 
was ſo, that the Town was held for the uſe of His Majelty,bur ac? 
cording tothe ſenſe of the houſes of Parliament, and the-Citizens 
put no difference beryyeen a command in perſon or -deputation,- -

The King by this time drew intothe field before the Towne, 
attended by Prince Charles, the Duke of Yorke, Prince Rupert 
and Generall Rxphor, faced us.with about fix thouſand horle and 


foot 
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foote on that fide, and two thouſand horſe on the other ſide. After 
ſome debate upon the Meſſage, an anſwer was drayn , conſented 


unto, borh by Citizens and Souldiers, and preſented to His Majelly 
by Serjeant Major Padſey, and a Citizen, 


VVE= the Inh «8, Fug iftrates,Offiicers, and Soul- 
diers, within this Garriſon of Glouceſter, unto his 
Majefties gratious Meſſage return this humble Anſner,That 
we do keep this City according to our Oath and Allegiance,to 
and for the uſe of his Majeſty and bis royall Poſterity, and 
dee accordingly concetue our ſelves wholly bound to obey the 
Commands of bis Majeſty ſignified by both Houſes of Par- 
ligment ; and are reſolved by Goas belp to keep this City 


accordingly. 


His Majefly with all mildnefe ſeemed to receive this ankyer, 
onely to wonder at our confidence, and whence wee expeRted 
fuccour, adding theſe words, Waller is extin&, and Eſſex cannot 
ccme. The enemy advarced forwards into' the Suburbs on the 
Eaſtfde, where they loft a Commander in the firſt skirmiſh, 2nd 
thereſt were fired out ; for upon the returne of the meſſengers 
the Suburbs en each part of the City were all in a flame, which did 
ſecure and more rongly engage us, and which the enemy beheld as 
the aR of deſperate Rebells ; for thoſe dreadfull Gghts doe ſeeme 
to higthen and bloud the minds of men. Thenext day we difco- 
veredthat they had begun their entrenchments on the South and 
Faſtparts, the night before in the ſhadow and ſhelter of the houſes 
which the flames had not catched, within Musker-ſhot of the 
walls. They in the trenches plyed their worke whileſt the Mus- 
ketteersplayed hard on both ſides. Yer our men from the walls 
could dos little to retard their pioners, but by ſeverall ſallies with 
{mall parties fell into their trenches , beate them ont, gained ſome 
working-tooles,armes and priſoners , and retreated ymthout loſſe. 
Our ordnance likewiſe from the Eaſt gate killed ſome few, and 
among the reſt a Lieutenant Colonell, and Captaine of the Queens 
black Regiment , Sir [aceb zAſbley was then ſhot in the arme, and 
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upon ſeyerall approaches We bear of the enemy;killed and \woundes 
many. 

By that time the Welch forces under the command of Sir wy, 
Favaſonr, were advanced to the Biſhops houſe \ halfe a mile frem 
the Weſt-gare,ore ofour outguards by us intended to keep of thy 
2pproach of the Welch, but now deſerted for want of wen, ani 
thatnothingimight be loſt whicn we purpoled to defend, Here 
they left a tuſhcient guard and paſſed over the River tojoyne with 
the forces that newly arrived from Worceſter : who male ther 
leager onthe North-weſt fide of the City. Generall Rather placei WE 
kis leager bzhind the Priory of Lanthony on the South-!:de very ſs 
neere, but ſhekrred from our ſhot by a riſing ground. S'r [a 
eAſMleywith a ſtrcng party quartered in ſome part of the Suhuths 
on the Ealt-fide, The Eait and South ports were dammed up, 
and rammed with a thicknefſe of Earth Cannon proote , ans 
the Walls on that fide from port to port were lined t6 the 
Battlements, ſince there wee racught to receive the maine 
ſhock, : 

Three dayes after the ſiege laid, an hundred and fifty Musket- 
teers commanded by Captaine Gray, fallied over the workes upon 
the Worceſter forces, with whom the Welch had nor yer joyned, 
tell into their quarters , marched up to their maine guard, kill 
a Captaine with eight or nine common Souldiers, rooke fivepri- 
loners, divers armes, burnt their guard, and retreated without the 
lofſe of any ; within a day after upon ſorae ſuſpition and kinde of 
intelligence that the enemies Ordnance lay undiſcovercd in 'ome 
grounds neere the Northgate ; Captaine AZallery was commanded 
torth with a hundred and fifty Musketiers to ſurpriſe it,but finding 
none, retreated without loſſe, having killed ſome, taken a fer pri- 
loners and fired ſome of their quarters. Vpon the fixtcenth 0: 
e1 go an other party of an hundred and fifty Musketiers, com- 
manded by Captaine Criſpe (allied forth at the North-porr, fell in- 
to their trenchesunder the Town wall on the Ealt-fide, marched 
above halfe way through them , performed gallancly, killed above 
anhundred men aswas confeiled by ſome of the enemy, wounded 
many, beat them our of their workes , and by the helpe of out 
any from thewall, retreated without the loſle of any, only 
wowounded aftera very hot skirmiſh, for the tpace of halte «1 

| houte, 
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koure,che Cannon and Musquers on both (ides playingmoſt furiou.. 
ly, Theſe executions put thole within on a dejperate {traine, and 
Leared their minds with bloud. 

The Enemy was indefatigable ard ſivift in the entrenchments.

& Theworkes from the South and -Ealtgares,halted ro meete each 


cther ; theirpreparations {eemed more tedious , yet effeuall and 
## certaineand tended withall to ave the lives of their men. Where- 
EZ fore they chuſed not a ſudden forme on the lower and weaker 
2 parts ofthe Ciry, bur rather ro prepare the aflault cn the (irongeſ(t 
ide, yet molt eaſy to their intention. For there only could they 
rayſe the workes without the annoyance of the water=ſptings, 
thatiflued in the lower grounds ; thete only could they makebat- 
tery within Pittoll ſhot of the walls, that wanted flankers ; and + 
when they had once entred a breach there . they were inftantly 
polleſt ot the higheſt part of the Town. On this {ide therefore 
were their Ordnance brought up, and firit two Culverin of fixteen 
pound bullet were planted on the Ealit fide, a little out of musket= 
ſhor, where they made ſome ftore of ſhor, but did noexecution, 
Next theyplanted three picces of Ordnance of foureteene and five 
and tyenty pound buller upon their battery ini a ſquare redoubr, 
on the South-fde, and began to batter the corner point of the 
wall , and a brick houſe adjoyning , where one of our men was 
killed, without more harme. Then they playedupon our Ord- 
nance mounted againlt their battery pointblanck, and made ome 
{light breach, which was quickiy Roppedup with wooll-packs, and 
Cannon baskets. By this time they baddrawne the trench neer 
the moate, where they made a kind of mine to drain it, and 
ſunk much of the water : and attempted to calt faggots inro rhe 
moare, but were beaten off by our musketiers, At leverall times 
they ſhot large Granadoes out of their Morter-pieces many tellin» 
to houſes and brake, but did noharme,and one thar fellin the {treer 
had the fuz quenched before it came toground, was takenup\yhoic 
and found to weigh three {core pound. 

After the Welch and Worcelter forces came up, fourepeece of 
Ordnance were drawn a good dillance before the place of their 
eager, and one planted againlt the Awnegate , and the Sconces 
thereunto adjoyning. Wheretore a party of about toure hun- 


dred Musketiers commanded by Major P»d(cy and C aptaine Gray 
G 3 aſſiſted 
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Capraine Faulkner , and Captaine Hafſey. {a'lied forth 
prone ev Meane while a 5 aan with fifty Musket- 
teers was lent over the works to giverhem an Alarm, whiilt the 
greater party got behinde their Cannon and breaftyorkes , fe| 
upon their maine guard , flew many Officers, rwo Canoneers with 
thout a hundred common Souldters mortally wounded , too 
2 Lieutenantwith foure more priſoners, nayled their Cannon, 2nd 
retreated yyith the loſſe only of two flaine , and abour foure taken 
priſoners. : T4 | 

TheEnemy having planted three pieces of Ordnance againſ 
the Southſide, and now three more on the Eaſtfde, 2nd two 
more neer the Eaſigate within Piſtoll ſhot of the Town wall, 
began a molt furious battery upen the corner point , and made 
above an hundred and fifty great. ſhot againſt it , whereby the 
ſtones were ſorely battered , but the Earth workes ſtood firme, 
By all this (ot only rwoperſons were hurt, for the Battery as 
ſoneare, that ifthe Bullet miſſed the wall, it flew quite over the 
Town , orlighted at randome, yet inthe intervalls of the grea 
ſhot after each diſcharge our musketiers playd hard , and killed 
foure principall Cannoneers, neither were the people daunted at 
the noyſe of Cannon, which by the ſlender execution, became {6 
contemptible, that at that very time womenand children wrought 
hard in lining the walls and repairing the breaches. The enemy 
continued the ſtorme by ſending Granadoes which were guided by 
r1e hand ofprovidence into by-places, and tometimes falling upon 
thehoules did rend.andteare the buildings, when the people within 
were preſerved. 


Aiter ten dayes fiege two ſeverall parties were deſigned for 
the nayling of the enemes cannon, Theſe were commanded to 
fall into the trenches 2ndmarch on till they mer each other, The 
one party ofabout two hundred Musketiers of the Town Regi- 
ment commanded by Captaine Stevenſon and Captaine Moore, ial- 
lied forth at the Northgate, to havefallen into their Trenches 2t 
the Eaſt Port, bur by the miſtake of their guide, over a mariſh 
ground and full of ditches, were brought round about to Sir lace 
Aſbleys quarter, where molt of them came not up ; only fourty 
Muskeriers, encountred with five Colours of the Enemy , ſlew 
ayers of thew, took two Lievtenants priſoners, forced back th

reſt, and mnting © luttle farther, faced and fired at eight Co- 
toars more, and 1o retreated: In the retreat two Troopes of the 
Enemies horſecame onthe Reare, whom our men facing about and 
charging forced to fall back and made ggod their own rerrear ; 
in this diftrated Skirmiſh two of ours were killed, three hurt, and 
a Sarjeant tzken priloner. The other party of the Lord Stanfords 
Regiment commanded by Captaine Blwxt and Captaine /hite , 
{allied by boar down the River on the Southpart of the Town to- 
wards the maine Leagre, marchcd up to a Square redoubt ( our 
Cannon in the mean while playing upon the houſes in the Sub- 
urbs) beat them thence , killed a Major with ſome common 
Sonldiers, and advanced to meer the other party. Bur the delign 
filing through the miſguidance of the-other party, they were cal- 
led off, anJ by the he'p of our Ordnance made a fare retreat with= 
out lofſeof any, onely two wounded. Tne failing of the enter- 
prize croſſed a brave exploit and fealible, they might have ſcoured 
the Trenches under the ſhelter of our Walls : Neither did the 
Enemy take care to prevent them by turning the mouthes of any 
one piece of Ordnance upon the cntry of the entrenclment. 
Nererthelefſe the croſle event did much amaze them,thar a ſmall 


party ſhould rumne up to their Head-quarters, force their men, 

and recover back without a ſenſible lofie. Cerrainely the care of 

a bigher providence prelerved and brought off thoſe many ſeverall 

parties, when the vanquiſhing ot any one of them mult needs 

run the City _ extream hazard ; tor our whole ſtrength re- 
e 


mained npen the works day and night, except the reſerve of a 
hundred and twenty men at the maine Guard. One rare and 
ſlender Rank were to receive the ftorme without ſeconds, yer 
the fafery ofthe whole did require thoſe frequent allies, a deipe- 
rate remedy to a deſpairirg City : not only tocaſt back the ene- 
mies prepatations, but to amaze them, that the Souldiers ſhould 
be held up in ſuch heigth of reſolution, and cauſe them to expect 
more hor ſervice from within the works: Our men likeyile were 
to be kept in the heat of action to prevent the fainting of the 
ſpirits : Their hands allo imbrued in- bloud did the more enrage 
them. Nor by fater mcanes cou!d they overcome the tetrour, 
which by the reputation of tize Kings Army might poſleſle their 


minds; The Enemy were kept waking by continuall Alarums -x 
Wane 
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waſte and weary them: And twas the care of the Govetnour to 
caaſe a perpetuall noiſe ; that whenſoever their Cannon had been 
flent for a while, one or two of our Guns gave fire to dillurhe 
the calm, and fignifie taghe Country that we were yet alive ; {: 
the befiegers ever and anon ſcattered reports of the raking of the 
Town, with a purpoſe to prevent our rcliefe, All chings within 
did prefage a deliverance. The ſadnefſe of the times did not 
cloud the countenance of the people , they beheld their fortunes 
with a clear brow, and were deliberate and cheartull in the en. 
deavours of ſafety, No great complainings were heard in ou 
Streets, no diſcontent ſeized on the Souldiers, at other times prone 
ro mutiny ;men of ſuſpeRed fidelity did not faile inaction ; Every 
valuable perſon was aRtive in his own Sg : The uſuall out- 
cryes of women \vere not then heard, the weakenef{e of hoſe 
ſexe was not overcome by the terrible Engines of warre. And 
our becalmed ſpirits did implore divine afſiftance vwiti.out contul- 
on, The Governour perſonally performed, ready at cvery turning 
of atfaires , and gracing the buſinelie with ſpeech aud goliure; 
upon the leaſt intimation of diffidence he pretended rationaii nopes 
of ſucceſſe, adding withall that our late yeelding coul not mol.ihe 
the Kings Army ,and if in the cloſe we mult needs be loit, ro 
lurer meanes of ſafety then by the utmoſt gallantry to conltraine 
honourable conditions. 
The Enemy tiill prepared for a general ſtorm, mean white ſeek- 
* 1vg towaſte our Magazine, which they knew mutt needs luddenly 
fayl, expended their own Rore, and dayly acted io the terrout of 
the inhabitants ; ſhooting Granadoes, Fire-bals, and great ſtones 
out of their Morter-peeces, and bad noy planted a Battery onthe 
Southſide weſtward, untowhich the lower part of the Town wa 
open. Thence inone night they ſhor above twenty fiery melting 
hot iron Bullers, ſome eighteen pound weight, orhers tio and 
tiventy pound weight, which were ſeen tofly through the ayre like 
che ſhooting of a ttarre. They paſſed through ables, and ricks 0 
nay, where the fire by the ſwiftnefle of the motiondid not catch, 
and falling on the tops of houſes, preſently melted the leads, and 
lunk through ; bur allthe $kill and induſtry of the enemy couldnct 
{et one houſe On fire. | 
They (lull playd their great ſhot againſt the als, and wrought 
hard 
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hard in filling up the Moat with *aggots and earth at the'place 
where they bartered; where alſo they built a Gallery over thehead 
ofthe Trench, the breadth of foure abreaſt ; in theſhelter where- 
of they had a!/moſt workr themſelves over the Moar. Then we 
found thar they had ſunk a Mineunder the Ealt Gate ; whereupon 
the Governour commanded a Counter-mine in two places , bur 
finding the Springs , left off, conceiving for the fare reaſon 
the endeavour of th? enemy to nopurpole. To dilcover or inter- 
rupt this- work , 2 Serjeant with five daring men were put forth 
araport hole 1n the dungeon at the Ealt gate, came cloſe ro the 
mouth of their mine, took off the board that covered it, and for 
a while viewed the miners. One of thele c3ſt in a hand- Granado 
amonglt them, whilſt the foure musketiers played upon them as: 
they ran forth, and with the noile of our men from the walls gave 
thewhole leager a ſtrong alarm, and crept in at the port-hole with 
out harm. Wherefore dilcovering that the enemy notwithfian- 
ding the ſprings, went on with their mine, ve renewed our coun- 
termine ; for they had ſunk a great depth under the moar, and ex- 
treamly royled in drafving upthe fpring water, till at length they 
had gotten under the gate that our miners could heare them work 
under them, and: did expe to ſpoyle them by pouring in water, 
 orſtealing out their powder. 

For a remedy to this milchiefe, and withall the enemy having 
planted ore of Canon baskets within half musketſhor of the Eat 
p2te point blank, intending a battery there, upon the ſpringing of 
their mine 5 We madea very ſtrong work crotle the ſtreet with a 
large trench before it, and filled it with water, intending to raile it 
up to the Eaves of the houſes, and to plant ſome Cannon there : 
we anſwered their ſeverall approaches by ſo many counter works. 
A iconce was built upon a riſing ground that looked into their 
trenches, where we could plant toure piece of Ordnance to cleare 
within the wals a groundcalled the Friars Orchard ſouthward, nd 
(coure their flank upon their entrance at the Eaſt gate, and to 
northward. Alſo an inner work was drain from the louth fide 
along the middle of the Orchard, and all paſſages opt between 
that and the Eaſt port, And to hinder their gallery ye began to 
undermine for a place to pur forth a peece of OrdnanBie the bot- 


tom of the wall, to barter the flank thereof ; which was Frome 
an 
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anda ſaker there placed, Commandedmenwere drain ont vpor 
the walls, Granadoes provided , and when the great Gun played 
upon the gallery, the musketiers ſec plenty of ſhot, and calt dive 
Granadoes into their trenches; 'in the mean while (they fcing thei 
Ordnapce againſt the top of rhe wall )\ve cut off a maine beamegi 
the gallery with our boltſhot, Bur the ſameday the enemy hat 
ſunk a piece againſt the port-hole of our mine, and forced us to 
withdraw the lakre, yet we caſt them back three dayes work, 

And becauſe all this fide of the Town had no flankers, nothing 
did more offend the enemy in their entrenchments then anol 
Batne at a corner point, near the North Port, in which was moun- 
ted a Peece that commanded three ſeverall wayes, and obliquely 
looked into their Trenches, andoft times did good execution upon 
thepioners. This was the chiefe {irengrh of that (ide , conceived 
the weakeſt part of the Town. Vpon the Key head an haite moan 
was ray{ed, witha breaſt-work upon Seavers (ide under the Caſtle 
and the river chained, todefendan aſſau!t from rhoſe high ground: 
beyond the river, which wasever feared by thoſe within. 

His Majeſty confiently reſiding at a miles diftance, would not 
ſolemnly invite by publique Summons , leſt hee ſhould derraf 
trom the honour of his enterprize : Nevertheleſ{e, choſe about hm 
dealt underhand by ſundry advertizements of the Kings dilplea'ure 
threatnings, perſiaſions, and many intimations of poſſible gra 

and favour. Some of our neighbours in their own names delirel 
admiſſion to.aconference, and perliyadedthe Surrender of the Ci: 
ty, In regardof the great power and terrible menacings of theene- 
my, with the ſmall hopes andin a manner impoſſibility of relicfe; 
adding withall the heavy burthens under which the Countrey 
groaned. The Governour madeanſiver, that we were lulficienty 
con{cicus of our own firengrh, and the of our relolution, 
and that we did not think onr {elves obliged ro the enemy torthe 
hopes and offers of favour. Thele manifold perfivaſions madetht 
belieged more obſtinate, and enabled them to underſtand them:

As rbWMadiers within were heated yich their oyyn per'0r- 
mance, fo the enemy without being wattedin a lingering deby!

before the houre of ſervice came. grew feeble in their own thevghrs 
2nd to us conteryptible. Our common fouldiers rook to them - 
ſelves a liberty to reviſe, preverred and ccnfeunded the e 
with the if-lame Lnguage in which they were wont to abuſe and 
ſcore our party ; wich contumely . thovgh it begets a more 
deadly batred and defire of revenge in generous mindes, ar that 
time did dejeR exceeding]y and debate thefſpirirs of their private 
ſouldiers, who had never performed one gallant atchievemenr, and 
ro whomthe ſturdinefle of our men was well known. The flow - 
neſſe of their deſign in that form of a leagner, proceeded from the 
defire of faving their foot, with this preſurrption, that there was 
no power to raiſe the ſiege ; which confidence deceived them, till 
too te; for their foor, afterthoſe many knocks, and the firſt fury 
ſpent, werenor ſo capable of the lervice, without the help of many 
| tedious preparations. Wherefore befides their mine and battery, 
they framed grear ſtore of thoſe urperfeR and troubleſome engines 
roaffanit the lower parts of the Ciry. Thoſe engines ran upon 
wheels, with planks muskert proof, pl:ced on the Axet-rree, with 
holesfor muskerſhor, anda bridge before ir, the end whereof ( the 
wheels falling into the ditch ) was to reſt upon our breaftworks, 
Our reliefe ſeemed ſlow, and the ſiraitneſſe of rhe fiege debar- 
red all intelligence. Only two Spies which we ſent our, returned 
NCT hed broughr newes of rhe advance of the Lord 
Generall. The report of his Excellercy , who then lay under a 
cloud, did give no great aſſurance. Therrurh 1s, the ſenſe of the 
of gurdiftrefte didnot reach us : Sir Welliem Waller , upon 
whom the/ Citizens of Londoncait rheir favour, had nor the re- 
liques-of an Army. The Generals Army crumbledayway : the rma- 
lienanty of Lowdown fornented'tumulrs in the City, and infarreRions 
in Kext diſtracted the bnfineſſe. The honſe of Lords voted a treaty 
withthe Kivg, the houſe of Commons debated the marter. The 
refolurion of Gloxoe fer texrned the fiream, whoſe ſuccour was re- 
ſolved upen as the Kingdoms fafety.

picces , that ſert 2rrovglt us to mery terrible meſſengers. Our 
loft men takenor ſlain. did rot amount to thenumberot fifty, and 
of thele but rwo Officers were ſlain, C aptain Harcus and the Go- 
vernours Enſign ; yet we killedot the Enemy (who never ventu- 
red en afſauit) above a rhouſand ren, by the lowelt confeſſion. 
The Kivg expended much in Ammunition, Engines, and keeping 
together tlie diſcentenred Souldiers, bel des thelofle ot hispretious 
time in that full tyde of Victory. Here was a bound er ro the 
{weliing of thoſe proud waves. and the rock that ſplit that Army ; 
when the Queen was layd to be tran'ported with paſſion becauſe 
her coun{ell was not tollowed, who adviied the King to wave Gloa- 
ceſter znd advance for London, whillt the Pariiament hadno Army 
in the field, the number of Malignants in the City didequall the 
reſt, beganto rayſe tumults, and the ations of State were unre- 
ſolved, This City diverted the enemies thoughts from that. care 
opportunity , which not ſo conicious of rhe Kingdoms weaknefſle, 
held up beyond reaſon, and gave a breathing time tothe State to 
effect 1r5own reliefe. Grear was the failing of the Kings hopes in 
this defeat, who by the gaining of this rown, would have held an 
undivided uninterrupted command, and the granary of the King- 
dome in the heart of his Country , on the Wett bounded with 
the Sea, cleare through the middle of the Land ro the Northerne 
parts , where alſo the Earl of Newcaſtles Army prevailed, and in 
breadth reaching frem the utmoſt Wales to the London Aﬀſociation, 
and backed with [reland, with whoman Accommodation was then 
preparing.

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Parliament with importunate complaints.that for Jack offtrenath 
great opportunities of ſervice tO 18 and diflervice to then wete 
loſt. And a greater milchiefe did exercitc this povernent , the 
want of menanJ money , and ammunition to defend it {elie 
upon which extreme {carfity of provition was like ro tolloy , and 
in theſe hopes did the enemy blefſe rhemlelves ; to rhat the ad- 
vantage and horour of mainta'ning the City againlt r1e violence 
of an Army was like to vanifh in the iingring death of rhe p'2ce, 
An4 the Governour was about to embrace an othercommendin 
the Gnera!ls Army, yet relerving a {ubmitſion to the Parliz- 
ments pleaſure, who required him to continue his lervice in this 
Government. This charge was {urrounded with difticu.ties. and 
each day brought forth ſome new birth, When the enzmy be- 
girt us in their Winter quarters, the hopes of our promiied luc- 
cours were palt without the Convoy of an Army. Not one Gen- 
tleman ofthe Countrey durlt be ſeen to affitt us, no Member of 
Parliament did reſide here to encourage the bulineſle. Ail things 
reſted upon the Governours ſole care both to tore the Garriſon 
with proviſions, and raiie money out of that ſmall pittance 0! the 
Countrey our of the enemies hands. The diſcontent of the Soul- 


dier wasnow heigthnedand ready to caulea disbanding. To make 
good the place was the Parliaments command : and inevitab/e 
neceſſiry was the cheifelt lay to ſupport it. Whereſore apprehen- 
oy more miſery then in the late fiege, the Governor was conltrai- 
ned to lay ſome eafie raxationon the Countrey to tupply the pre- 
ſent exigence, whilſt the enemies power extended on all ſides al- 
molt ro the Gatesof Glouceſter. Hereupondaily complaints were 


brought before him, that the taxes were unequally rated by tie 
Officers of the ſeveral! Pariſhes, that ſuch as were broken by 


rhe enemy,were rated as high as if theic Efates were entire, The 
Goyetnour repreſented chele things to the Parliament, earneſtly 
begged their direRion in his intended courſe , which by them 
Was not in one ſyllable contradiged's Wherefore at a Councell of 


Warre the con tion of the Countrey. was debated upon, andan 
order made that ſome Officers & Citizens ſhould be intreated as 4 
Committee to hear and reifie thecomplaimtsconcernins aſlelle- 
ments, and to uſe that moderation wot a reaſon did require, Not 


long 
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long after a petition was preſented to the Governour in the name 
of the Countrey , That one Monthly rate without other charve, 
might be impoſed upon them, likewiſe thar the rate might be 
made zccording to equity, 2nd the poore ſpared; that the money 
might bee paid in to the common Trealurer , wherce it ſhould 
ifue as neceſſity required, and that a choyce Committee might 
be appointed to over-{ee all the money rated, 'reccived and diſ- 
burſed. The. Governour to manitelt his defire of the peoples fa- 
tisfaRtion, and that things might bee carryed in a juſt and equall 
way, ordered by rhe confert of a Councell of Warre, that a 
Committee of Ofhcers, Citizens, and Countrey Gentlemen, 
ſhould regulate the afſeſſements of the Countrey according 
to their dehres. Some of which Gentlemen nor long after 
were of the Committee for theſe Counties by Order of Pare 


lament, 


Moreover, this Committee moved at a Councell of Warre for 
a further power to heare and'determine fuch buſineſſes as by the 


Governours ſpeciall order ſhould be referred unto them , to exa- 
mine upon cath, and commit all ſuch perfons (Offcers and Souldi- 
ers only excepted) asſhou'd offer contempr ; and'this they enfor- 
ced ith theſe reaſons : 1. Becauſe there was no Committee of 
Parliament thenin being, nor would any adventure ſuch an under - 
tzking in anoppreſſedand diftratted Countrey ; andthe necefficies 
of the Garriſon didadmir of no delay. - 2. That this Committee 
conſiſting of Souldiers, Citizens. and Countrey Gentlemen,would 
give ſarsfaRion both to the Countrey men, whopayd their mo- 
ney, when zhemſelves were acquainted with itsneceffity and diſpo- 
all; and to the Souldiers, wh being privy to the receit of the 
money and the Counrreys indigence, might be conrented with a 
llerder entertairment : that at once it ſeemed toprevent diſcon- 
tent inthe Countrey, and mutiry in the Souldier. 3. That the 
Petiticns of the Countrey preiled upon the Governour 1n ſuch 
multitudes, that a great pzrt of his time which might be [pent a= 
gainſt the enemy to better purpole, was taken up herewith , or 
many perſons muſt needs be expoled ro injury and cpprefſion. 
4+ Becauſe all cogrie of Lay from Weſtminſter was then tiopp*d, 
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not a Lawyer left in the Countrey, no Court of Equity to reliexe 
the oppretied, or curb the extremity of the Law , whole prefer 
want was not ſo much in ſerling eſtates and determining right, x 
in providing for the ſupport of the Garriion, then like to be :w. 

- ofwhich the Kings partee had as great a confidence as he. 
fore the Siege, No Landlord could receive his Rent, no inter- 
courſe of Trade between man and man, whereby to erable themrg 
pay taxations, And for thele reaſons ſuch an Order by the Coun- 
eel of Warre was then afſemredunto, 

In thisthe 475 ao" groaned under the Governours power; 
their voluntary fubmuſſion was a witnefle of his moderation. And 
this authority had more of entreaty then conſtraint, only the 
Sword had ſome influence of feare upon the injurious ; the pro- 
ceedings of the Town» Court not ſu d, but ſomerimes en- 
created to forbeate upon equitable conſiderations. And whenthe 
Governcurbegan to obſerve ſome derogation from his intentions, 
by this Commutree, he inſtantly ſent > Proliblaicn, Twas nevet 
buthought to rule by the Sword , but in a deſperate caſe by thy 
lame to cut our a way wherein the rules of Law and Iultice might 


_ paſſe. He waseverunwilling to take the charge upon hum, 


apd by ſeverall Letters requeſted the Parliament, that the burthen 
of Government might belayd upon ſome other ; or if thatcharg 
muſt reſt upon him, that. rhey would ſend down a Committer, 
that wight take off the former cares, and permit him to lookto 
the well ordering of his Forces for the fafery, of this place , andid 
enlarge his quarters, that the ſervice ago jo not bee only t0 


rag, er, but weaken the Enemy , and beget friends 


Parliament. 


Such was the face of Government within the City , whilſt the 
Enemy aRed his part without, and bore downby force on all C6. 
From Hezeford. Sir William V. aveſonr with about ſeven. hundicl 
horſe and foot marched into Temkrbary , with a purpole to gait 
lon that Town, A,wide and open place not ealy to be held by v5 
who had neithercompetent rength nor timers fortify, the 0g 
forces. continually.lying upon.us, Sir#/i/5am made ſhew of lexing 
the Garriſon, &yled himſclſe Goverpour of Tewky bury , inv'ts 
the Countrey, with promiſes: of moderation and, candor iD all © 
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proceedings: ; yet theſe Welch Forces had ſcarce taken u 
their quarters, but received an Alarum from Glonceſter, hk 
party that wept up in a Friggot : And the common fouldiery 
partly dicontented with their Officers, who had often decei= 
ved that innocent people , and betrayed them to the Sword ; 
and partly repining for want of pay, fell into a deſperate muri- 
ny, forced their Commanders , choſe rather to be kild then 
to fight, and conſtrained their flight out of the Town, hafted 
over Ypron Bridge, and did ſcarce look back, till fafe in their 
own Countrey ; and twas tobe ſuſpeRed that many late knocks 
had beaten out ther ſpirits, but chiefly that they were afraid of 
this Countrey ayre, in which they could never thrive, By this 
meanes the excreicence of Sir :iliavs Vavorſors government 
was pared off, and himſelf driven to retire into Hereford. 
Neverthelefle we are cooped up with the enemies garriſons 
round about, and wholly divided from the reft of the Parlia- 
ments Army. Swudely Cafile was maintained by the Lord 
Chandos, a great ſtop toour entercourie with Warwick , which 
was the only way of commerce with Loxdos, that a Scout could 
not paſſe without extream hazard. Berkley Caſtle was held for 
the King by a Scottiſh Captain, and ſubdued the richeſt part of 
the County, In the heart of the Forreſt Sir /ohn wer 
ſrongly fortified and defended his own Houſe : And now the 
enemy bad put a garriſon into Beverflons Caltle , reſolving 
withall not to leave one Rrong houſe unguarded, both ro en- 
large their own.quarters, and to flop ou markers and contri- 
butions. Our Governour began ro look forth, and firft for want 
of quarters was enforced ro ſend abroad his own Company, 
which were plced in a defenceable houſe at Frempron upon 
Severn. Theſe were a op to the incurſions from Berkley, 
3nd furthered the ſafety of that fide of the Countrey, AD 
bundred and fifty Foot of Colonell Devererx his Regiment 
garrifond a firerg houſe ac Preſbary, within foure miles of 
Sudely Caſtle. Theſe forely vexed the enemy in thole parts, 
did a lictle open the paſſage towards Werwick , and the heuſe 
proved 2 good -refling place in the repafſe, Another guard 
was ſev at Feftbury on the edge of the Forreſt , to affront Sur 
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Tohn Winter, a molt aRive enemy, and onechiefe Agent of the 
Popiſh FaRion. S ir oh» aſſiſted with the Lord Heyber;s Hork, 
threarned us our of the Forreſt, and had made a paſſage ore; 
Seavern at Newnhaw , to afflit thoſe parts beyond the Ri. 
rer. Notwithſtanding all this, our ſmall party by continual 
action upheld their repute. Some weeks after the raiſing of 
che Gege, the Governeur marched \ith his tyo Troops and 
two hundred musketiers before Berk/ey Caſtle, The mwke- 
tiers faced and kept in the enemy, whilit the Hotle fell into 
the Countrey beyond to fetch in the perſons of ſome principal 
maligrants, but in ſtead of them met with the Lords Herbert 
Troops, and an hundred and fourty Horſe belides, which came 
to relieve the Caltk. Our Horle-with ſome few musketier 
fell upon them, pur:them to a retreat,and flew ſome few with» 
ont any loſſe to our party, who drew oft expecting the oppor- 
tunity of a- greater ſ{irength. 

About this time Sir Jobs Winter entred upon the Govern+ 


ment of Newham ; whereupon he took the courage to plun- 
der the Villages neare Gloxcefter : his Horſe came within three 
miles of the City, and drove away ſtore of the Countrey cat- 


tle. The Governour- receiving intelligence , dreyy torth his 
imall number- of Horſe nor exceeding ſeventy , made after 
and purtued-them to the. entrance of their new Garriſon; 
where they had already ſecured their plunder : in the retreat 
five Troops of the Lord Herberts Regument fellon-the reare; 
our men dreyy up ina narrow lane ready to receive the charge, | 
fired upon them, andpur them to a running retreat. An Of- 
ficer with twelve Troopers made the purtuit, rook one horle 
colours, and ſome. pritoners, and killed a Cornet, and Quarter- 
maſter, which event: made Sir lohn Winter for. preſent quit 
that government with much diftraQion. 

Ar that time there was no lofty Rage: of ation, becauſe 
the preſent enemy did yeeld no gallant opportunity. Sir /obs 
Winter was wile for-himſette., nimble in inferiour buſineſles, 
delighted rather in petty and cunning contrivance then open 
gallantry, referred all his induftry to his own: houſe, or the li- 
mut3-of te-Forreſt, vexed his neighbours more then weeks 
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ned his enemy , and advanced the Catholike Cauſe no other 
way then by the plagueand ruine of the Countrey. 

On the other fide of the City the enemy was imboldned to 
eret new Governments at Teadbury and Wotton Underedge. 
Theſe did invite the Governours march that way, who with- 
all had his eye upon Bever//one Caſtle newly garrifond, and 
commanding the rich Clethiers of Seroogwater : hither he ad- 
vanced with a party ofthree hundred foot and foure ſcore horſe, 
Theſe horſe ſent before were ſo formidable to the enemy at 
Tedbury, that the Governour Horatio Cary with his whole Re- 
giment were put toflight, and diſſipated with the lofle of four- 
reene of their men {laine andtaken priſoners. 

Colonell 4«ſſey brought up his wen and two Sakers a- 
gainlt Beverſten Caſtle, where having ſurrounded it , hee 
planted his Guns within Piſtoll ſhort ot the Gate , and gave 
fire leverall times. Fifty Musketiers ran up to the Gare at 
noone-day and fixed a Petarre, which nevertheleſle failed 
in the executions Thole from within threw Granodoes a- 
mongſt our men,but hurt none, who although thereby forced 
from the Gate , yer they ran up the ſecond time, being 
open to the full ſhor of a tecure enemy, and brought of the 
Petarre with much galkntry. The deſign was not feazible 
for a quick diſpatch; for the Gate was barricado'd witl.in, 
the night came on , and thoſe remore parts did promiie no 
ſecurity to ſo {mall a party ; likewiſe the fate of the City 
required them nearer home : wherefore after ryelve houres 
the patty was drawn off, and in the retreat advanced to- 
wards Wotton Underedge , where the enemy had placed a 
kind of temporary Garriſon with a Regiment ot horle; 
they prepared for the comming of our Forces, drew up On a 
Hill before the Town to face them, and at night retreated to 
their Garriſon ; Where our men arrived ſomewhat late, and 
found the enemy all mounced, fell upon them and put them 
ro flight, of whom about fx were {laine , and twelve taken 
priſoners, the .reſt eſcaping to Briſtoll, . 

The next Gay by an over-ruling hand of providence , our 
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party was led ta Glowcefler , contrary to the m_—_ 
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Sir lohn Winter abd his Complices. Theſe having intelligence 
.of the Gove:nours abſence with a fr29ge party , and ſuppo- 
Gne the Garriton thereby weakned, fent ro all che quartets 
Ot the Fortelb, Monmouth and Herefordſhire, to drayy together 
and 2dvance for the ſurpritatl of Glowcefber, It was afterwards 
fufpeHed a complotment , GO by the affiftance of 
Malignants in the City. Late at night :the Governour had 
notice of the encmy m the Forreſt, Therevpon he comman. 
ded Captam Crifpe to'draw fifty Mnsketiers from the Guards 
and march three miles that way, making good a houle that 
Rood on the paſſage. As yer there was no ſuſpicion ofa Plor,but 
before our party had paſſed a mile and halfe, they encountred 
the enemy who were. drayt up Herſe and Foot in a bre:d 
ane neare Highnem Houle, inftantly fired upon thew, ſlew a 
Ciptaine, and lome foure common ſouldiers. The enemy were 
amazed at the fudden'and unexpeRed encounter, forced back 
with feare, and retreated tro Huwth, whete Sir /obn Winter 
had fecured his own perſon : Bur diftrated by the ftrange re- 
pulte, marched off in great confafion at theapproach of hiteene 
horſe that fell in amongſt the whole Brigade, fley ſeven or 
eight, and cook tenpritoners, 


This diſcomfited the enemy and daſhed the defigne ; yer 
the Hereford and Monwexthſbiere Fotces kept their randevouz 
at Coford in the Forreſt, and ſtill threatned the Ciry. No 
meanes for the reducing of this place is left unarternpred, and 
at this pfeſeht treachery was the grand defign and over-ruied 
all their proceedings, and preyerited many miſchievous atts of 
open hoftility , which might eahly have deftroid ns ; for di- 
vers Malignant Gentlemen of this County went abcur to calt 
this City intoextreme poverty and exigence by the Countre)s 
raine:W hetefore conceiving the preſent enemies nor ſufficient- 
ly cruell, they impottuned his Majeſty that Colone!! { /14rles 
Gerrard might quarter upon us with his Brigade, to devou! 
ipoyle and burn, beſides the expeRation of all the michic'c 
the Lord Herbert and Vavaſour can doe, Bur this malicious 
councel and inftigation though moſt oppottune for the Kings 
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ﬀ, was afterwardscroſſed b their Own party, Waiting uD- 
an fucceſle of a cloſe rp in SP 

About this time was the a& of Pacification made by the 
King with the Iriſh Rebels , which began to undeceive the 
world, and wipe of the Vamiſh of the former Oathes and Pro- 
reftarIons, world could not believe rhat any command 
or power could {o foone allay and quell thoſe Iriſh ftormes, bur 
thar word which raiſed them up : Then did the eſfe& declare 
the caufe of thoſe rare and ſlow Proclamations againſt that 
bloudy Rebellion, and ſtrange intercepting of reliefe ſent from 
the Srate to the diftrefled Proteſtants, The greateſt ad- 
mirer of the Kings Declarations could judge no lefle then 
that thoſe Rebells did berrer comply wich his intentions then 
the Parliament of Zxgland ; fince his Majeſty having wwo 
etfernies, is refolved to make peace with one to cruſh the 0- 
cher; he will fall in with that party that carries leaſt contra- 
digion to his maine defigne ; and this was the Rebell of 
treland ; whote chiefe aime hkewife bis Majefty mult not 
abhorre : for there can bee no laſting ccmpliance without a 
rtnatuall engagement. Beſides , the heads of that Rebellion 
were brought over not as accefſaries, bur principals in the 
Kings warre , and admitted to the ſecret Councell, And to 
colour the Pacification, the loſle of that Kingdeme and all 
the ſufferings of the Engliſh Proteſtants were charged upon 
the Partiamene. The Engliſh Forces in [reland were polſeit 
with the opimion of negle& in the State, and were taken oft 
the perſuire of a juft revenge upon tho'e curſed Rebels ro 
watrre agdinft cheir native Countrey, and teare the bowels, of 
the mother that bare them, and therein a& a part, and call in 
their lor with the Rebels themſelves. 

She of rhefe Iriſh Forces landed at Brifo//,and thence fell 
down nupors Glaweefterſbire : Colonell Min , and Sir Willians 
St. Leger, with both their Regiments, making up eight hundred 
or a thouſand Foot,and a hundred Horle, all reſolved men, with 
eight Piece of Ordnance , advanced to Thernbu:y. Colonell 
Maſſey proclaimed entertainmenc to all ſuch as ould tender 


their ſervice to the Parliament, and many private ſouldiers 
. relenting 
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reſenting the difference of the cauſe came over daily, About 
the twentieth .of December, a party of two hundred horle and 
Dragoones commanded by Captatne Backhouſe , were d&. 
ſigned to beat up [their quarters at Wotton , where they were 
lately arrived from T hornbwry : Wherefore the party advancing 
thither, ſuddenly fell in among them, and found eight hundred 
men, charged up to the maine Guard, and for a while were 
maſters of foure Piece of Ordinance , but over-matched and 
borne down by their numbers, were forced to retreat, yet 
. having firſt ſlaine, wounded, and taken many of them with- 
out the lofſe of a man. At the ſame time ſome of Colonell 
-V avaſonrs Forces undertook to lerttle at Vpton upon Seaverne, 
but at the firſt ſhew of an approach fram GlowceFer quitted 
thoſe quarters. 

Once more doe the clonds gather round about , the ftom 
threarned by the enemies fury, and more violently driven by 
the malice of ſome Countrey Gentlemen begins to atile ; The 
Malignant Gentlemen of Corſwold provide Armes , and gar- 
riſon ſfirong Houſes. Forces from Oxford were expected at 
Painſewick_ and Stroud ; the Iriſh were to lie on this fide 
Berkely, the Lord Herbert and Sir [ohn Winter inthe Forreſt, 
the Lord Chandos at Cheltenham, Sir William Vavaſou and 
Sit Walter Pie at Tewkesbury,(o that by them our deltru:ti- 
on 18 decreed and ſeemes as a thing done. 

Every corner of the Country is peſtered with the enemies 
Garrifons, as Newnehams, Lidney, Monmouth, Hereford, Wor- 
ceFter, Dimmock, Newent, Highleaden , T ainton , T ewhesbury, 
Sudely, Saperton, Beverſton and Berkely.Oppoſite to theſe wss 
the Governour conſtrained to ereR petty. Garriſons , as many 
| and as neare as poſſible ; for the Kings Forces were againe ad- 

vanced out of Herefordſbire with a greater ſtrength and well 
prepared, Sir William F avaſonr, Sir Walter Pie, and Colonell 
Wroughton are arrived at Tewkesbwry, and began to fortifie, ha- 
Ving a great power with them till the Town was ſetled, and 
made ſtrong ; yer ſill diſturbed by continuall Ahrums from 
Gloxceſter, though the Land-flouds hindred our deſign upon 


fnem. The Iriſh Regiments roſe from #orron,and thence made 
over 
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over the Hills for Tewkgsbary, And becauſe their march was 
interrupted by our parties, the Lord Chandos horſe joyned 
with them to ſtrengthen and ſecure their, advance to Chet» 
renham; whether they came with foure ſmall Piece of Ord- 
nance. Onr menftill flirted upon them. And a Party of Horſe 
and Dragoones commanded by Major Gray,ftell that night into 
(harlton Kings , and had turprized the Lord Chandos in his 
quarters, had he nor made a private-eſcape, where the ſearch 
after him cauſed the lofle of teven or eight private ſoutdiers ; 
yet they ſlew ſome of the enemy , took ten priioners and 
ſome few horle. The next day the Horie and Foot bended 
their courle to Tewhkesbary ; cur men waited upon the march, 
and kept them up clote, that thoſe yu of the Countrey re+ 
ceived but little daramage ; when theſe had joyned with the 
other Regiments, they were ſuppoſed ro make neare upon 
twothouland (ix hundred Horie and Foot. 
After a little ſtay, a part of theſe forces were drawn off to- 
wards Warwickſhrre, to joyne with the enemy that there waited 
the intercepting or ſurprizall of onr ſupplies from Londes, then 
long and earneltly expeRted and noiſed abroad, our powder being 
welnigh ſpent, and neceflity confirianing us toule a kindofmarch 
made of Baſt. Sir Walter Pies Foot, and Col. Wroughtons Horle 
remained at 7 ewksbwry to block up the City on that fide, in and 


| about which Town fifteen hundred Horſe and Foot were con- 


fantly-quartered ; Colonell Waſhingrons Regiment kept Garri- 
lon at Eveſham, anda Regiment of Horſe lay at Parſhore,belides 
aconſiderable firengrh at Swdely. Theſe thought to ſwallow up 
our approaching ſuccours, or if they did not come, ſpeedily ro 
compell us to yeeld np the-City-; for it was reported with 
the enemy, and believed by many , that we luffercd.extrearn 


And though proviſions were not much wanting, being in a 
far Countrey , yer the reall exigences of the Garrilon were 
t; for lack of pay the difcontents of the Souldiers were- 
perate and endlefſe. In mot of the Officers a generall neg- 
le. of duty, who for the lealt check would throw To” 
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Commiſſions, to the Governovrs great diſcontent and troy. 
ble. Many inferiour Officers forlogk us, ard common Sey!. 
diers ranne to other places that yielded a large and confiany 
entertainment , and required leſle fervice; whilſt honett and 
gallant men that did not deſert their Colours, were expoſed 
co miſery and want ; yet could we not want men, wh d.ij 
offered themſelves to the ſervice , had wee moneys to py 
them, Neither had wee any power of men to raile moneys 
for the Garriſons maintenance. Our out-guarCcs as Prerhyy, 
Werbury , Eſſingtow, Frampton , Froſter , \et to precrve the 
Countrey, and keep the Markets open, did eat up the grea. 
cer part of che Contribution, and conſume our men znd am- 
munition , beſides the daily ſending out of parties. Ts 
kinde of ſhifting life and wonderfull, that che Othcers com- 
mand ſhould finde the leaft meaſure of obedience. Some Offs 
cers did expend their own meanes to keep their Companis 
entire; the Governour was neceſſitated at his own charge to 
billet above threeſcore Souldiers , beſides the charge of a 
Troop. The Countrey was impoveriſhed, the Commiſſion 
of Exciſe was not fecled , and brought in no conſiderable 
ſumme. The Citizens were refirained of Trade , and the 
wayes of Cemmerce Ropped up ; and therefore at preſent 
they were quite left to the Garriſon. Beſides the ſlowrelle 
and low reports of our fucconrs did exceedingly diſ-hearren 
the people. Many Countrey Gentlemen that were not the 
Confidents of the contrary Fation , were about to comply 
with this Government, pecially upon the Parliaments De- 
elaration of pardon ; but the norice of thoſe flender ſupplis, 
and the thought of the States ſuppoſed negle&, turned them 
off, and made them more violent againſt us. For this laſting 
luſpenſe and bondage under two parties did vex them : wher- 
fore his Majeſty was again importuned, to defiroy and fite 
a bywnmigh if he could not lodge his forces 1o neare as £0 

us up. 

The Garriſon nevertheleſſe did not only defend its own ter- 


ritories, but made ſundry adventures and inrodes upon the E- 
nemies 
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nemies ouarrers,tavedoff, and kept them within their bounds. 
The Governour 2d but! a F riggor for ſervice upon the Ri- 
ver, to ſecure the Countrcy r22r Gloxceſier, on that fide Sea- 
very, becauſe the Enemy commanced greateſt part of the Ri- 
ver, and landed at their plealure upon our quarters, trom Bri- 
ftoll and Wales. This Friggot was tevt down Seav-rn minned 
with Sea-men and a party of Souldiers, for whatſoever at- 
tewpt ſudden opportunity ſhoul offer ; an4 arriving art Chep- 
flow , our ruskertteers haſted aſhore, and entred the Town, 
where they ſurprized molt of the Othce:s of Colonell Oneales 
Regiment , rayſed under the command of the Lord Herbere. 
Theſe never dreamed of an enemy ficm G! rcefter, in tiat 
corver of the Land, at fuci a diflayce. Ard this was the 2d- 
v-ntace ofthe ſervice, that by the 111711721! of rhe Officers, ir 
prevented the rayfing of that Reg'mun of hor e which ſhortly 
after would have plagued the Coumiey. Our mcn having ſe- 
cured their priſoners, and ready to mai.e homewards, another 
prize fell into their hands , where they took a Veſlell la- 
cn frem Brifoll with Oy:c, Wine, Sugar, and other com- 
wodities. Theſe litt!e {ervices wereaniwerab!cto the times, 
and upheld the ef!eem of the Garritonin that low ebbe, This 
Expedition gave an Alarum to Brsftoll, and all Wales, who to 
i the like inrode, lent up divers Friggots to guard the 
iver, 

Ar this time Sir /tifliam Yavaſexr began to appeare from 
Tewksbury , and made an attempt upon Bodingtos Houſe , a 
petty Garriſon of ours, only topreſerve the Countrey. Hither 

e came up with five hundred toot and two peeces of Ord- 
nance, fired his Gunnes again(t the Houſe, and engzged him- 
ſelfe in an afſayle. The place was maintayned by them within 
till a ſmall party drew from Gloxceſter , the report of which 
(at three milesdiftatce) cauſed Colonell Favaſenr todraw of 
and rcturn back tro Tewkerbury, with the loſſe of eight or ren 
men before the Houſe. Neither did FYavaſour ſeem to act 
with that violence, which the out-fide of the enemies deſign 
did look for : whether retarded by the dulneſſe of nature, or 
the notice of ſome doſe contrivance. However, the —_ 
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and ill fucceſſe of his ations rendred him obnoxious to the 
jealouſes of his own Party ; which juſpition was ealily en. 
creaſed by the intercourſe of civility berween him and Co 
' lonell Maſſie, when the known fidelity and contiant indez. 
vours of the one co.11d inable him without offence to his ogr 
fide to diſport with an enemy in ſuch complements, as the 
other had not the liberty to ute, Such neglected pallages have 
a great weight in the ballance of reputation and honour: 
fince the minde is not revealed by it felte , and wile mer 
25 well as foolesoft-times have only the event to guidethei: 
judgements. | 

On the other ſideof the Town, we had continuall skirmiſhe; 
with Colonell Yeale newly made Governour of Berkly Ca 
file, and affilted with the Lord /nchequeens Regiment of Hork, 
This enemy was no way formidable nor milchievous in zry 
thing fave the plunder of the Conntrey, by whom hee wa 
oft-times beaten back and kept in awe by the afliſtance of 
Frampton garriſon. The Church at Aewnham was againe tor- 
tified and detended by Sir John Winter .with a tufficient 


{trength of men, and foure Pieces of Ordnance, whence hee 
m_ runne up to the Gares of Glouceſter, rob the Countrey

eArlingham to hinder his paſſage over Seavern, 

. Colonell Mmlay firongat Newent, Hig hleaden,and Taintor 
The Goyernour could doe little on that fide, only he placed 
Garriſonat Hartpwry C ourt, both to preſerve ( ofe{awne, andto 
endeavour the engagement of Colonell Mir. Our Garrilon 
at Frampton was removed to $/1mmbridge within toure miles df 
Berk{ey ; we had other guards likewile at Efgton and Frofter 
to preierre andenablethe people tocontribution. Thus was the 
City peſtered on every hand, and fetched its livelihood out of 
the fire, with continuall hazard, forcing the enemies quarters, 
and defending its own ; parties were daily drawn Out by the 
Governour, who then could not aime ar victory, ror expect 
any great | 5004 though the common people repined 
that he did not alwayes conquer, when it was conqueſt enough 
to keep the enemy in ation, and prevent their extravagance» 
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to beare up the hearts of our friends, and ſignifie to the world 
that we were yet alive. Though the Governour was not invi= 
ted abroad, yet he ſtrove to make opportunities according to 
the ſock of Arrmunition that was left him ; that councells 
might {pringout ot the midſt of ation. Hedrew out upon T ain= 
tor with two hundred Musketicrs, and with a hundred horſe 
faced the houie only to keepinor amaze them, but when the 
horie marched off, tome of their Treopes fell on the Reare- 
puard and charged the Governour, wio re. ercountred and 
charged heme icme diltance betore the reſt of the Troop, and 
by the breaking of the curb. his horle carryed him amongſt 
the enemies Ttoopes, with whom for a while he grappled, and 


# was reicued by the gallantry of a common Trooper, by which 


time our Musketiers were brought up , and beat them back 
without lofie to us. 

The Governour chooſed rather to make work for the ene- 
my,and to leek himinhis own quarters, thenlie at home to ex- 
peR the challenge : yet did he play a wary game and though 
zealous of honour , yet more true to the maine chance and 
tencer of the lives of mcn : wherefore hee advanced againe 
with foure hundred Musketiers and fifty horſe , came before 
Tainten, and with a imall party faced the houle, having laid 
ſome Ambuicado's with apurpole to allure them into the inare, 
2nd cut off their men. as well to encourage the Countrey as 
weakenthe enemy, but they did not adventure out. When we 
dreyy thence,our men beheld a faire body ot horie at Highleaden, 
whereupon forlotn bope of our Musketiers with twenty horſe 
advanced upon them , and found their Horſe and Foot drawn 
out of Hrghieaden Houſe : Theſe were to joyn with Colonell 
Min, who at that inftant was marched out of Newent, with a 
purpoſe to fall on Harepwury Garrilon. Here at the firit ome 
tew of our horle gave the charge, hurried the enemy and beat 
up their Ambulcadoes : then they drew out their whole Garti- 
| Tiſon and fell on ; Their horie didnor ſtand to it, but with their 
foot there was an bot skirmiſh almoſt an houre : And though 
our ſeconds were ſlow in comming up. yet did the forlorn hope 
drive them from hedge to hedge, and after a while our body 
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comming on beat chern in , an purſued them The ro the very 
houſe,took ſome few priſoners, and came off with the loſie gr, 
ly of two ren. CON 

Such multitudes of the Kings Forces lay upon us to opprefe 
the Countrey and intercept our reliefe , that they Were ev 
tremely Rraitned of quarter,anden'orced ro look 'orth !c rlive- 
lihood.

body was brought into great danyer, driven to a 'ud.'en and 
con'uſed retreat , and the Governour himſelfe; left deep.y engz- 
ged; yct moit of 0:1r men got oft , being preierved on.y by the 
gallartry of a few re'olve4 men thar 110d 1n the breach ; and

Suddenly zfcer this repul e, we loſt two ſmall Garriſons 2! 
Weſtburyand Hatl, by the treachery of Captaine Thomas Ds: 
vis, who fold them at a rateto Sir /ohn Winter, This Davi 
commanded the Gu+rd at Huntly where himſelfe by night ſome 
diftance from the toute artended the enemies comming, wen 
In before them as [riends from Glomeefter, g.ve them poſſeſſion, 
and having accompliſht thar peece of treaſon , immedi-tely 
marcied to Wesbary where he was received for a friend, and 1:9 
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in his traine of Cavaleers, that both places were farprized in 
two houres, and above eighty men 2nd armes loft in thatgreat 
exigence. This Vil'aine was polted on the Gallowes in Glowce- 
fer, and the Lord Generall was defired that his name might 
ftand upon the Gibbet in all the Parliament Garriſens 

During theſe things. a Treaſon of higher nature was plotted 
by the Enemy, toalelf-deluſion in the cloſe, a greater birth re= 
quiring more time to bring forth, . It was firit conceived the 
nineteenth of November, and /or near ten weeks had the prime 
influence on their whole courſe in theſe parts ; and is now ripe 
for ation. All the force they canmake from Oxford, and the 
Iriſh are drawn togerher. The Lord Herbert, Colonell Vava- 
four, and Sit DohnWinmner lienpon us, and Prince Rapert him- 
elſe lying at Newexr, hoping roetfeR this great Deſign.

Theſe had accepted quarter, ready to 
render themſelves when one of their company from the houſe 
kils a Trooper , which ſo enraged the reſt , that they broke in 
upon them and put them all ro the Sword : in whicltaccident this 
pallage was not to be forgotten that expreſſed in one place an ex- 
weame contrariety 'in' the Spirits of men ander the tiroke of 
death : Congrave died with cthele words, Lord receive my ſoule 3 
and Wigmore cryed nothing but Dam me more , Dame m* mare 3 
deſperately requiring the lait itroke, as enraged at Divine re- 


_ Colonell XM:ſie ed the ſuccefle ( whilt his owne men. 
were full of life and-hope,that the confidence of the enemy might 
be daſhed by a quicke prilall.) And the very nexe day came 
before Newnhans , where 4 itrong P of Sir John Winters 


forces kepe garriſon in the Church, and the Fort adioyning, of 
eo xx that intiant where mach daunc 
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and" diftrafted by the lofſe of Congrare their Governour. Our 
men were poſlelt of the Towne without oppolition , and recg- 
vered the houſes by which they got neere the workes. The Go 
vernoue commanded a blind ot taggots to be made athwart the 
ſtreet, drew wp two pieces of O-dnauce within Pittoll (hot : and 
obſerving a'place not well flanker'd. where he might lead up hit 
men tothe beſt advantage, him(clfe marched before them, and 
found that part of the worke fortified with double palliſadoes: 
(the Souldiers being provided with Sawes to cut them down, )and 
having drawn theſe cloſe within a dead angle, and ſecure trom 
theirſbot, and drawing the relt of his force tor a ftorme, the 
enemy forthwith dehres parley , and to ſpeake with the Gover- 
nour, which he refuſed, and commanded a ſudden farrender. ln 
this interim ſome of the enemy jumpt over the workes , and o 
our men broke in upon the reſt, who ranne from the our-worke 
into the Church, hoping to cleare the mount which we had gai- 
ned. But our men were too nimble, who had no ſooner entred 
* the mount, but ruſhed apon them before they could reach home, 
and tumbled into the Church all together. Then they crycd tor 
quarter, when in the very point of vi&ory a diſaſter was like to 


betall us, abarrell of Gunpowder was fired inthe Church , ur 
doubted]y of ſet PR , and was conceived tobe done by cne 
u 


Tipper a molt virulent Papilt, and Sir Fobn Winters ſervant,defpar 
ring withall of his redemption being a priſoner before, and hv 
ving fallihed his engagements. This Powder blaft blew many out 
of the Church, and forely fi a greater number , but killed 
none. The Sonkdiers enraged fell upon thenyand in the hear of 
blood, ſew neere twenty, and among others this Tipper. All 
the reſt had quarter for their lives ( fave one Captaine Butler an 
Iriſh revell, who was knocked downe by a common ſouldier) and 
an hundred priſoners taken. The ſervice was performed withow 
the loſſe of a man on oar fide. i 


Aker this diſpatch the Governour marehed to Lidney houfs 


with purpoſe to according to what he ſhoald finde met 
and inthe firſt toy whe the adds which 
ow os and he findingthe houſe exceedingly fortitied, ad 
no provided/witli vital and forve , . engaged —— 
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And u xding that Col, 14» with a conliderable ſtrength 
of horſeand foot,afliſted by the Lord Herberts forces,and Sir Jobx 
Winter,wwas COIe as faras Coford; he was enforced with more ex» 
pedition to draw off, for the e gaining ot the hill towards them, 
there ing the enemies advance till towards evening, when 
he marched oft his wearied men to Glowceſter, firſt having fred Sir 
Fobn Winters Iron-mils and Furnaces, the maine ſtrength of his 
eſtate and garriſon. X 
After theſe things many Gentlemen of the County began to 
looke towards the Parliament, and tender their obedience, dcli- 
_ ring Protetions from this government, to ſecure themſelves 
from ſpoyle, and the ſouldiers violence. Nevertheleſſe as the 
perſonall eſtates of all knowne delinquents within the reach of 
this command were ſeized , and the profits of their Lands feque- 
ſtred , ſo theſe men were not to be ignoranc or inſenfible of the 
value of their peace. Concerning ſome the Governour deſired 
the direftion of the Houſes , yet granted Proteftions with ſri 
proviſoes onely to preſerve their perſons from the violence, and 
their eſtates from the plunder af he common ſouldier', for the 


advantage of the publique,till a full convition,or the pleaſure of 


the Houſes were by themſelves or their Committee made known. 
And this he did according to the Parliaments undeniable juſtice, 
and theexample of other generall Officers. As forthe moderate 
offenders, unleſſe the ſtate of things did require or permit their 
utter deſtruRion , he had no other way but to endeavour to make 
them our friends and confidents, and lince it was reſolved they 
muſt live amongſt us , hee delircd by love and gentle dealing to 
hold the way ſecure and open , that they might imbrace the con- 
dition without diſcontent or feare , and for theſe proteftions 
hee reſerved nothing to himſelfe but cauſed the —_—_ to be 
paid in to the publique Treaſurer for the ule of the garriſon. 
- Neitherwas he ſluggiſh in the ſpring of ation,but immediate- 
ly fell another deligne, the ſurprilall of Tewkesbury, by an 
onſet. For the enemy by the number of their men, 
and the naturall ſtrength of the place, with the workes __ be- 
£40, were ſufficiently provided to reccive an expedted and open 
andthe Governor ſhan'd all deſperate hazzards, _ 
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he did not march with ſupernumerary forces, but the main, 
ſtrength of Gloucefter. Wherefore to deceive the enemy the foot 
were d:awne forth at the Welt-gate , bearing the ſhew of an ad. 
vance into Hereford:hive , and the Hor!e kept their Rendezyqy, 
and looked the ſame way. But in the evening the horle cane 
backe and. march-d through Glouceiter towards Tewkegbyry, 
having firit ſent a guard to Upron-bridge : while the foot cang 
on beyond Severne., Thedeligne had taken effe&t , had not the 
foot by their {low march or mil-guidance paſſed the houre,which 
was brake of day, for they came not betore the Towne til] an 
houre after Sunne ring, when we were found not fit to afſayl 
a waking and prepared enemy. To withdraw nevertheleſſe, di 
ſceme but a eble bufineſſe for ſuch a faire body of horſe and foot 
diſplayed betore the Towne, and carried before it the appearance 
of a baffle: yet the Governour, though naturally jealous of ho- 
nour, conld diget ſuch miſ-fezance, when the ſafery of his owne 
men requir:d , knowing that the opportunity of ſervice would 
in good time c incell amiſ-grounded ignominy, and in his whole 
courſe , when{o:ver the preſent exigence did not urge a greater 
hazzard,negleted th: hopes of thoſe viftories that could notbe 
gained without the weakning of that party on which the maine 
reſt did lie. 
This party was preſently ſent over the River , and marched 
toward R-ſi> to prevent the joyning of Colonel] Mn (now made 
Conmander in chiefein the roome of Sir William V avaſour) with 
Sir Jobn Winter, and the Welſh forces, as alſo to raile moneys 
for the garriſon ont of the remoter parts ,. to enlarge our owne 
quarters , engage the Countrey with us, or to lie ready forall 
occaſions of ſervice. There our horſe and foot arrived, with two 
pieces of Ordnance, and found Wilton-bridge guarded by Cap- 
taine Caſſie, and thirty Musketiers from Gadridge-caitle; a party 
of our horle advanced upon them, forced the River, and gotÞ* 
yorid them 3 atter ſome diſpute beat off the guard, wounded and 
tooke'the Captaine; flew many of his men, and tooke the reſtin 
the chaſe almoſt up to the Caitle. Our forces refed here a few 
daies, and fammoned the Countrey to a re, it being the G& 
vernaurs conſtant endeavourito adde thi fricwds unto the Par 
©] liament, 
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liament , and to put the Countrey into ſuch a poſture,that upon 
all alarms they mighe gather to an head for their owne defence, 
and hereupon many came in and declared themſelves, by taking 
the Nationall Covenant. Whilit the engagement of the Coun- 
trey was thus proſecuted ſome emergent occalionsdrew the Go- 
vernour to Glouceſter , where he found a priſoner ine Ogle 
thorpe Governour of Beverſton-caltle, a man rendred odious to the 
Countrey oy Gage oppreſlions and tyranny, and who loſt him- 
ſelfe baſcly = ſome of our Scouts in a private houſe ' 
courting his Mittreſſe , and when once taken, not ſo high and 
ſerne before, but now as vile and abje&. By which meznes the 
Governour was made ſenſible of the weakenelle of the Calile, but 
much divided in his owne thoughts, whether to leave the Coun- 
trey that came on ſo fairely to a ſelfe-engagement, and negle& 
the Contribution already levied , but not paydin, or deſert the 
hopes of agallant ſervice: till at laſt conſidering the great com» 
mand of the Caſtle, that the gaining of ic would free the Clo- 
thiers of Srroudwater from the bondage and terrour of that go- 
rernment,8 mighe prove a great detriment and annoyance to the 
enemy,in ſtopping or di/turbing their paſſagefrom Oxford to Bri- 
floll;he turned his thoughts to the bu{ineſie,put on and reſolved to 
try for it. Wherefore he drew from _ without delay,and com- 
manded his foot over Severne at Newnbam paſſage,whillt the horſe 
marched through Glexceſter : the next day he came before Bever- 
fo » and d:manded the Caſtle in the name of the King and Par- 
anient. 

- The Lieutenant that commanded , at the firſt returne ſent an 
anſwer of complyance , farre from the language of a ſouldier, 
and without one confident expreſſion. They quickly came to a 
parley , and rendered upon conditions that both Officers and 
common Souldiers leaving their Armes, Ammunition, Bagge 
and ſhould freely paſſe to whatſoever garriſon of the 
Kings themſelves defired , onely foure Officers bad the priviledge 
to take each man his horſe. So that without loſſe or danger we 
were poſleſt of Beverſton-caltle, to the great content and ſati(- 
faftion of the Countrey round about. *Twas loſt _—_—— 
on the enemies part, W might _ held it with caſe. Of fo 
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great ſimplicity was he con'cious that commanded the Carriſon 

as to aske the place, whether our torces intend the next narchycx- 
relſing his dowees of Mal mesbury , and teare of bring taxen the 

Rong time. Neverthclefle they requircda condatt thicherward 

and were guard d along by two Troops of horle, and that very 

day our forces tell before it. 

Whil! the horſe faced the Towne Colonel] Aſie tent in the 
Summons, but this enemy put on the appearance oi vravery 
fired upon the horſe, and Colonel Henry Howard Governour of 
the Carrtſon ſent backe a reſolute an;'wer. T hereupon our foot 
and artillery were brought up from Tedbury, and within two 
houres drawne into the Suburbs and: lower part of the Towne. 


The foot broke their 'way through the houſes till they came u- 


' moſt up tothe workes , aud the onely place of entrance into the 


Towne, which is-built upon the levell'of a rocke. Colonell 
Ma fe cauſed a blinde to be made crolle the {treet eo bring up the 
ance,within Carbine ſhot: when on the ſudden the fancie of 
an Alarm ſeized upon our men in the heate of the bufineſle , that 
the enemy were {allying out upon them, which was nothing 
fo. This unexpefted accident {trucke thoſe men that at other 
times would brave it in the face of an enemy , with ſuch diltre 
on and feare, that they all Jed,and left their Cannon in the 
ſtreet. This meere conceit was like to overturne all-: bat tht 
within obſerved riot. Aﬀer a while the Souſdiers recovered 


themſelves, regained and kept their ground, and the Governour 
reſolved to ſtorme the Towne in three places at once. The ſerve 
rall parties were drawne out tothe places of aſlauk, but this de 


figne miſcarried through the miſ-underſtanding of the lignall. 
The parties returne unto the Governour , who reſolved to 
make the afſault at breake of day in one place where himlelte 
kept the onely pafſage into the Town, having no draw-bridge at 
the entrance, but onely a Turn-pike , whereas the other parts 
were almok - in 


le.,. guarded by: a. ſterpe deſcent , and 
double channel roundabout. The XA within Piſtoll thot 
of the workes were our maine ady which meanes ow 
men 


en were broupht ſafe under the. ſhelter 'o their workes. And 
the Gov obſerving the lace effefts of a panick feare among 
| is 
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his owne men, gave the charge that they ſhould fall on all to- 
gether with a ſudden and confuſed noiſe, to amaze the enemy, 
and diſtarbe the command of the Officers. The forlorne hope 
advanced , ſeconded with a good reſerve, all put on together, 
came up to the Turn-pike, and threw in Granadoes, the tne< 
my made many ſhotat randome, in the diſadvantage of a rainy 
night, and their muskets lying wet on the workes. - So that 
our meri came all in a croude to the narrow paſſage , and thron- 
ged in, and not a man flaine or wounded in the ſtorme. One 
onely was killed the night before in helping to make the blinde: 
Colonell Howard was taken at the workes after three ſhots recei- 
ved in ſeverall parts of his garment, each of which miſled his 
body. An hundred musketiers were taken priſoners,many having 

belides thoſe of Bewerſton-caftle, who came hither for re- 
fuge the day before. This ſervice was performed gallancly by one 
men, after three daies continual} march. Upon the firſt enttance 
Colonell-Afaſſie preſerved the Town from plunder, nor at a 
timedid he ſuffer his ſouldiers to ranſ{acke any place that hetoo 
by.lterme, giving this reaſon, that he conld judge no part of Erg- 
lamgaii enemies Countrey, nor an Engliſh Town ca of de- 
valtation by Engliſh ſoul:liers. Atrtee a licrle: (tay to ſertleithe gar 
riſpn, and rey , and to command in ſome moneys for the 
latisfa&ion of the ſouldicrs , and vreſent ſupply of the brigade, 
he returted © Glexceſierz 'and the Wrwickeſpire hotſe were called 
off into th-irowne Conntrey. + 30 
| Akter ſew daies the Governour having breathed himſelfe and 
his men,refolved to atrempe the taking of Tewherbwry,a bad neigh= 
bour to our head garriſon, and where he had ſuffered the repulſe 
twice before: - He was able to draw forth an hnndred and ewenty 
horſe, and about thirty dragoones, with three handred foot. For 
hisfirengeh was no more ther: the ſtanding forces of the Ciry , a 
great pars of - which were now! ſwallowed- up'by the garriſons 
lxely;takeri in. The horſe and dragoones commanded by Major 
Himmind advanced ſorne few houres- 'before the Foorand Artil- 
lecy,- and were to aldrth theenemy till che fooeeame np.” They 
made a)hault' mile from the Town, and drew out a PREY 
Jo! | conceiting)they might potlibly ſurprize- , if 
2 they 
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they had nor as yet tooke thealarm, and fir three men were ſent 
before to eſpy it the Draw-bridge were down , and (:x more be- 
hind went undiſcovered ; next unto theſe marched the forlorne 
hope, and the maine body in the reare. In this poſture they ad- 
vanced up to the Town, where they tound the Bridge down, the 
guards {lender 5 the enemy withofit intelligence, and lupinely 
negligent. On wentthe firlt party,killted the Sentinels,a Pikeman 
and a Musketier without match, and made good the bridge: the 
forlorne-hope ruſhedin, andafter them a full body of horſe and 
dragoones, tell upon the guards, came up to the maine-guard be- 
fore the alarm was taken,overturned their Ordnance,and charged 
through the [ireets as farre as the bridge Worceſter way,where they 
tooke Major Myn the Governour of the Towne. The enemy 
. threw downtheir Armes, many eſcaped by flight, and many were 
taken priſoners. Colonell Godfrey was {lain inthe firlt charge, as 
alſo Culonel Vavaſorrs Quartermaſter-generall,and a Lieutenant, 
all Papiſts, belides a Sergeant, with about {ix common Souldiers, 
Our Officers and Souldiers ſuppoſing themſelves wholly vidtori- 
ous, diſmounted and went into the houſes, ſome in the vanity of 
their humour, others for plunder,. whilſt all fteighted their 
owne guards, and the making good of the bridge at which they 
emered, and neglefted the taking and diſarming of the maine 
yore » Which lay in the heart of the Towne, and cleared ev 
» Whereupon thoſe at the main-guard obſerving the horle 
not ſecondeq with foot,took courage to charge ſome of our horſe 
now in contulion, and many of the enemy out of the houſes ran 
tothe guard,and ſo (trengrthned it, that they iſſued out upon our 
men, put them to a retreat,beat them out of the Towne,and took 
ſome few priſoners. But before they wepe beaten out they had aut 
down two Draw-bridges, and ſecured the Governour Maior My, 
who was paſſed over Severne with a imall that tooke him 
beyond the Town. By this time Colonell Maſſie was come up 
with a few horſe halfe a mile in the Van of the foot, which haſted 
after to makean aſſault in this inſtant of time. Burt the bridge to- 
wards Gloxceſter was againe drawn up and the workes manned on 
that fide; here the governour Pp his company of dragoones, 
and gave order to fireupon them , whilſt he drew his menroue! 
c 
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the Towne, ic being now darke night ; bur before he could reach 
the farther end, where he entered about midnight the enemy were 
fled towards Worceſter , being dannted at the hirit aſſault made by 
the horſe, obſerving withall our foor now brought up, their 
owne Governour loſt, their Othcers tlaine, and moſt of the con- 
mon Souldiers already ranne away. The Towneſmen through 
feare durit not give the lealt intelligence'of what had hapned. By 
which njeanes they were palit the recovery of our horſe already=— 

red, belides the night and darke weather hindred the purſuic. 
Gnely we tooke ſome ſcattering toot, to the number of foure and 
rwenty,with a Lieutenant. Upon our entrance we found eighteen 
barrels of Powder,left by their haſte,an hundred & twenty skeyns 
of Match,two hundred new Pikes, foure & thirty large hand-Gra- 
| nadoes, good ſtore of Musket-ſhot,and two braſſe Drakes. Moſt 
of their Muskets were thrown about in the fields, ditches , and 
rivers,many of which were afterwards found,but the pace it ſelte 
was of greateſt conſequence,and worthy of the ſervice,being now 
a ſtrong Frontier-town ſecuring that fide of the County, and 
companding a good part of Worceſterſhire : and in this nicke of 
time extreamly croſle eo the intentions of the Kings Army. The 
enemy confeſt themſelves to be neer ſeven hundred ſtrong, when 
our whole could not reach that number. That very day 
Colonell Ayn was to march from Hereford to ayd this Town: but 
preveneed by our poſleſſion. 
Theſe things were afted here while the Earle of Eſſex and Sir 
Wiliew Waller lay neere Oxford with both their Armys, and com- 
pelled His Majeſty to withdraw himſelfe from his ſtrongelt hold. 
King having ſhifted between them both by a cloſe and nim- 
ble conveyance, and being on a ſwift march over Corſwood hils 
had this Town of Tewkerbwury in his thoughts for his owne paſſe, 
anda 'ſtopto the purſuing Army, not underſtanding his loſle 
till within a daies march of the cc >. 98 of = 
furpriſall,and that Uptor-bridge was unpaſlable, perplex- 
ed theKing, and __ = the courſe of his flight towards 
Eveſham : where he quartered for 1a night, and roſe thence 


in di i {}d all the bridges in thoſe parts to be 
i iltraRion,and cau dg Þ 


down after him,to hinder Sir#i/liam Waller _— 
WAOM:; 
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whom he expected in the Reare every hower. In ſuch a hurry, con- 
fulion-and feare did the Enemy run, "that a ſmaller party 9t hyrſe 
only with the report of the foot comming after,in a con7ant and 
clo{epurſuitmight have conſumed and diſſipated the whole arny: 
which nevertheleſſe remained a body with lite in it ielte, an 
quickly grew up to theperfeftion of parts. 

The Governour had reduced theſe parts into a reaſonable cop- 
dition of eaſt,and ſecurity , made a convenient patle for the Par 
liaments forces through the heart of the Kings Country, and 
blocked up the conrle of the Enemy almoſi.on every 11d? un- 
lefle the maine Army did march. falmesbyry and B:werſtor 
Cattle lie in the Roade from Oxford to Briſtol, and inforcethe 
lefſer parties to fetch a compaſle by Worceſter and Hereford , thence 
- round aboutiinto Wales, and at laſt xo paſſe the River ot Severe 
betow Berkely Caſtle. 1 
| Whienthe King bad winded bimſelfe out. of the (nare,Sir Wk 
liam Waller. could not well follow the chaſe with his toot and 2 
traine of Artillery , though the horſe might pertorme gallantly 
to the ruine of thoſe who reſolved rather to fiie before them then 
hghtupon any tearnies. Wherefore he made ſome pauſc by the 
way with a purpoſe to march his great Ordnanie-to Gloxc!ſte, 
and appointed Colonell Mzfie to mect hirh before Sudelry, where 
he performed an acceptable ſervice to this Conntry? The G0- 
vernour forthwith faced the Caſile, beat in the Enemy, and took 
ewenty horſes fromumder the Caſtle walls,expeRing theerrival 
of Sir Wil. Waller : who cameup within few houres with a ſtrong

could the Caſtle be taken by battery : but one ſhot by chance roo. 
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off the head of their Cannoneer,and - xcedingly daunted the com- 
mon ſonldier: and the Governonur Sir Wilizmm Aforton did in his 
owne tfonghts incline to a ſurrender, whether out of a natarall 
feare or free choice. He was knowne to be aftiv: and violent in the 
Kings ſervice , of an high ſpirit :nd told, bearing before him 
the ſemblance of valour and ſuppoſcd by an high degree of enmity 
mott obnoxious ro the ju'iice of the Parliament, one that had 
the repute of a knowing man , able in the profeſſion of the Law, 
and verſed in the wayes and attions of men. He was likewile more 
ſtrongly linked unto that cauſe by the late honour of Knight- 
hood , which by the State is held no better then a note of inta- 
my, to ſtigmatize thoſe = that have been eminent in the 
differvice of the commion- Wealth. Notwithſtanding this, being 
loft and deſperate in the opinion of the Parliament, he gave up 
that ſtrong hold and himſelfe into their hands, having noe pro- 
vided for the indempnity of his own perſon : when by his own 
party, likewiſe he muſt needs be branded with treachery or cow- 
ardize, and ſo loſt on all hands. So that no fation ſeemes to be 
aſured of its principall confidents, and that no reſolved na- 
ture or pegs can ſecure the ſtrongeſt enterprize to a wiſe 
and honorable concluſion. Aer the ſurrender Sir Wlkiam adyan- 
ced thence to ſeek out the Kings Army , and left the Caſtle to be 
kept by the Gloxceſter forces. 

"Bythis time the Enemy had no footing in the County ſave

diſtances only by two Regiments of foot. For Malmerbury was

For want of money the City Regiments 
were weake and uncertaine in duty and ſervice, and the

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nour could find none fo rationall as to oP them in Irons, o 
give them back to his jultice. For this cauſe he was perplexedin 
cach deligne , uncertaine of the atchievement , and could na 
waite fora regular diſpotition , and traine of circumſtances : hut 
nimble in the ſecret and ſudden motions of the time and ſos 
ſon : and ſometme reſolving upon the ſole guide of providence 
but in this never running a greater hazard then the ſhame of 
non-performanee. Theſe many garriſons having taken up the 
wh A want of a marching brigade, we wal 
ved of the fruit of our labours in the ſupplies of meniesto be 
commanded out of the Enemics quarters, and diſabled to relive 
the remote parts that were by this time united nnder the pour 
of this government. So that the firſt fruits were nipt 1n tie 
bud, and we remaine miſerable after ſo great enla 
being inforced to cry to the Parliament for help,which we (houl 
haveheld adiſparagement , had we received a ſtock to improre 
to a larger ſupport, and livelyhood. Wherefore the houſe of 
Commons taking notice of the many good ſervices of Colonel 
Maſſie, made an Order for the recrute of his Regiment ofhorl 
and foot in the firſt place, and to make up a competent Brigads 
Colonell Tho.St had eommilſion for a Regiment of horls 
and\Colonell Edward Harley for a Regiment of toot. In whid 
buſineſſe the Governour adviſed , not to raiſe men and hora 
Londm,whicher the refuſe of the Army,runnegadoes , and ſuc 
diſliked the conditions of their formerentertainment were wot 


eo repaire, but only ip be monies to be ſent into the Cour

ery, where horſes might be rayſed at a cheaper rate, andadle 
men were eaſy to be found, and chiefly where we might rope 
the Enemy of their maine ſtrength, from whom great mult 
tudes were ready to flow in upon the hopes of entertainment 
And before this time ſince the late ſiege at leaſt a thouſand * 
the Enemy, that here tendred themſelves to the ſervice, wal 
from us for lack of pay. This was a ſpeedy courſe and effeftr 
all, which might carry on the worke whilſt we were in a tb

ting cofall upon the Kings Army, importuned the Governor 
to lend his afſiltance, which was extra&ed out of the extreme 
penury ofthele parts,onely for a quick diſpatch. Two hundred 
and ſeventy Maskeetiers with a Company of Drageons were 
ſem from Gloxceſter, and a hundred Masketticrs from MMalmj- 
bur which did not a little neceffitate the place, and ſtop the 
ations of this command which had {ſo many Garriſons to 
make good, and defend the Countrey from the neighbouring 
Encmy that began to threaten from every quarter. 

Ar this time there happened a diſpute between the Kings 
Array and Sir #:lliam W aller at a Bridge neer Banhury : where

chicf milcarriage was the lofſe of ſome Ordnance. Aﬀter this 
bruſh the King marched off intothe borders of WorceſterſFire, 
and Sir VVikkem Waller towards Buckingbane, to joyn with Col 
lonel Bane Our Countrey is in danger of ruine by the falling 
down of the Kings Army , whoſe main body lay for a while 
about Breedon three miles from Tewkesbury : where his Majeſtic 
being informed of the weaknefſe of the place, drew necr with 
a letoitorme it, advanced the Ordnance within a mile, 
and (ent out parties to 5kirmiſh. .Collonel Maſe no the fiſt 
mcelligence clapt inco the Town wo hundred Muskettiers, 
for an additiona}] tirength, and to incourage thoſe within:

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the ficſt day inthe view of Shxdely Caſtle over the Downes,an 
camethat night tO Cuvber!y {eycn miles from Glouceſter, and 
from thence marched the next day by Bewerſtone Caſtle to $1h 
bury. They went on !ike a flying Army,furpriſed the Counye, 
buc they onely touched and away;And our weak troops drow 
in the firagling plunderers. For the Governor commanded 
party of horſe to follow the Reare ofthe Enemy , whileltth 
reſt were imployed in a neceſſary detence in ſundry places 
Theſe did ſeem to give them a gentle convoy over the hil 
Countrey towards Briſtoll; and though the Van of their horſe 
were toonimble for us, ind drove great ſtore of the garriſon 
cattell,that lay in their way, yet the Conntrey-men were (# 
ved from any great matter of lofſe, and the parties of hark 
brought into our gariſon between 50 and 60priſoners, officers 
- and uldiers ; and though they conld not retard the march, 
yet made them paſſe forward with much warincs and fear, 
- In the mean while Coll: Ai, together with Sir J-bn Hs 
ters forces take the advantage of our weaknes to ſpoil andde 
firoy our friends on the Forreſt fide, Sir Vi/lian Ruſel/ and the 
Governor of Worceſter make incurſions on that fide. And the 
gariſon oppreſſed with many out-guards, and nwltitudes of 
prong within, had much adoxo preſerve the neighbour 
rom ruine.Collone! Afin advanced from Roſſe, where he quar 
tered his regiment, within half a mile of the City, drove awa) 
the Countrey cattell, and took the perſons of many. Andthe 
forces of Berkely Caſtle a& a ſufficient part inthe gencrall mi 
Chief. The Governor looks round about him , and thought 
cannot hope to lay them flat, and ſubdue their ſpirics, yet he

He commanded a party of horſe and Dragoons towards br

. Bythis time an increaſe is added tothe garriſon forces by 
the arrival of Col: Stepbers with three troops of horſe,and two 
troops of Coll: Harlyes Regiment, which did inable the Gover« 
nour once more to appear in the field : and draw out againſt 
Collonel Ain, a ſerious and ative Enemy , and a perpetuall 
terror tothe Countrey, whoſe ruine was again contrived, and 
relolved _ And tor this defigne itrong preparations were 
made by the Encmy round about. The Governor had ſome diſ- 
covery out of theic own quarters, and upon advertiſement 
that ſome forces out of Hereford and Wales went over the River 
at Auſt paſlage,advanced with his horſe towards Berkly Caſtle, 
and thenceto the paſſage,where they miſſed nor half an houre 
of the ſurpriſall of the Lord Herbert. The notice of the march 
of our horſe into the remote parts of the County haltned Mins 
expedition for Gloxceſterſbire. And our intelligence abroad gave 
atimely advertiſement ofthe work in hand, which a little af- 
ter was fully confirm'd by letters taken out of Collonel as 

ocket, to witzthat Hereford and Worceſterſhire were to Joyn their 
orces about Crſſelawne, and with an over-powering Army to, 
march up to the gates of G/oxceſter, to the utter devaſtation of 
the parts adjacent with fire and plunder, and to burn up the 
corn on the ground, it being then neer harveſt. Hereupon the 
Governor marched back with his troops to Glowceſter, from 
whence he commanded two hundred and twenty Musketiers, 
and ordered an hundred Muskettiers from Tewksbury to mecr 
him on rhe march, to prevent this great noiſed Army. 

Whileſt the orders torthe march were giving torth to the 
Officers of horſe and foot , there fell out a ſad accident be- 
tween Mator G-.:y, and Major Hammond, which w2s like to 
daſh the whole action. The heat of a quarrell then braxe forth 
by occalion of 4 verball conteltation at a Councell of Warre 
the ſame day, when both had ordersto march,and were com- 
manded to their particular charges. Major Gray began to que» 
lion Ham:d to: his haſty language, and to require latista- 
Qion. j his chailcnge at the preſent was refuſed or fleighted, 

O 2 where- 
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Wherefore impatient of the ſuppoſed injury , and full of re- 
venyge, he ſmote him on the face with his filt: upon this to 
ſwords they went in the ſtreet, and after a little claſhing,Grg 
received his deaths wound by a thruſt in the neck,and expired 
in the place. This miſerable accident was like to beget a grezs 
cer miſchict among the Souldiers,who being in Arms,and re 
dy toadvance,cameback with full ſtreame of violent refo- 
lation for the preſent revenge of Grays blood : that the whole 
City and garriſon was not farre from an nproar. Ir reſted on 
the Goyernors ſole care to allay that violence of the Souldier, 
whouſed his belt art, and indnitry to appeaſe them, whilelt 
the Officers indulging their own diſcontent at the lofle of their 
Major, fell quite off the hinges : After an houres diſpute, and 
intreaty the tumnlt was in ſome meaſure qualified , that the 
moſt were perſwaded to march,as it was high time, when the 
Enemy came on within three miles of the City with a reſolu- 
tion if not tolay waſte by fire (as they threatned) yer to plun- 
der and take away the perſons of mengtheir goods and cattell 
The bufinefſe was put forwards, but with little help from the 
diſcontented Officers. Late in the afternoon our party began 
toadvance, and at High leaden paſſage got over the brook. 
+ TheEnemy were quartered in Hartpwry field, and commanded 
toliccloſe. Our men came up toa bridge within a quarter oi 
a mile of them in the dark night »Zavethem an alarme and 
took ten priſoners, and an other party ofour horſe that quar- 
tered necr the Lawne took divers that were ſent that way to 
plunder. But their main body eyaded us, and with great 
tpeed marched that night to Redmarley, and we after a tedious 
wandring to find them out came to Eldersfield ewo miles from 


their quarters, where we reſted two or three houres to refrel 
ourſelves and horſes.

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battalions, and the hedges lined with Muskettiers. To bear 
them out of their advantages the Governor divided the Foet 
incotwo badies, and drew out the Horſe into fingle troops, 
becauſe the a2 ag incloſures would not make roome for a 
larger forme (the Enemy in the mean while plying us with 
ſmall ſhot) and havin Jitpoſed of his'own troop , with the 
hundred Muskettiers from Tewkeſbury newly comein,and ma- 
ny of the Countrey inhabitants armed with Muskets , and 
good reſolutions to one part of the Town, he drew the Glonce- 
fcr Muskettiers about an hundred and ſixty (for the reft re- 
mained at home ready to raiſe a mutiny for the misfortune of 
Grazes death ) and the greateſt part of the horſe to an other 
placeot beſt advantage. Himſelf advanced with this party, 
and led the Van, which confiſted of three troops : theſe were 
ſeconded with threcother troops left to the command of Cap» 
tain Backhowſe. Some of the Foot were placed in each Flank 
of the Horſe, and one ſingle troop with the reſt of the foot 
brought up the Reare. They were drawn out into this po- 
ſtuce, marched up tothe face of the Enemy, the Governor in 
the Van, next unto him Collonel Harley in the head of his own 
troop, gallantly, and in good order, gave the charge, beat 
them from their ambuſcadoes, put their horſe to flight, and in 
the inſtant of time got into the Van of their foot, cut down, 
and took them priſoners , that few eſcaped our hands. The 
Horſe and Foot, both Officers and Souldiers, plaid their parts 
with reſolution and gallantry. The Enemy was left to our 
execution, and their whole body broken and fhattered, many 
wounded and ſlain, but more taken. Major Generall A4:n was 
lain on the place with an hundred and ſeventy. Among the 
Officers, Leiftenant Collonel Paſſy then mor tally woundcd, 
Major Buller, ſeven Caprains, foure Leiftenants, five Enfignes, . 
twelve Sergeants, and neer three hundred common Souldiers 
were taken priſoners. Some troops advanced in the purſuir 
live miles from the place of the figbt ; but upon the view of a 
| ſirong party from Worceſter that came to Joyn with Collonel 
| Min,they were enforced tolcave the purſuity and prepare for 

aſecond encounter. Aud a range hand of providence kepe 


aſunder 
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aſunder the Hereford and Worceſter forces,whoſe Joyning woul 
have proved unto us an inevitable dettrution. For Leiftenan 
Collonel Paſſes whocommanded this freſh partie of an hun 
dred, and hftic horſe and five hundred foot, juſt upon the he 
ginning of the fight was riding up to Mins Brigade to brin 
news of their arrivall, but happily intercepted, and uundel 
by our Sconts, and left for dead. So that neither Eneniy had 
the knowledge of each others condition ; But the Wercefter tor 
ces adyanecd within two flight ſhot of the place, whilelt or 
men wereſcattercd here and there in the chaſe of a vanquilkel 
Enemy, nor did the Governor when the firſt brunt wasone,

e firſt diſcovery was made by Collonel Browghton, and 
Captain my & upon whom a blunt fellow a_=__ 

fromthe head of the main body in the entrance of a c 
Janc. Him they ſurpriſed inthe name of friends, drew hin 
aſide from the view of the company,and informed theme 
of the ftrength at hand. Forthwith they make a noiſe in tit 
Enemies hearing, pretending to fall on with a body of aun 
ready for a charge, by the ſudden out-cry daunted and drone 
back that ſtrong party, and made way for the Governors 
treat, and thoſe with him, which were now diſperſed,ſecured 
the vitory, and following the chaſe. Our ſtragling perlve 
were gathered together, drew back to the place of the fybt 
and there expefted the charge, choofing rather to make goo!

with our few and weary Souldiers. Onely three or foure ſlain 
five or ix wounded, amongſt whom Collonel Harley received 
a ſhot in the arme. The ſuccefle of this deſigne cut off tht 
maine [trength of the Kings forces in South-wales : and let 
red the Countrey from our lundering neighbours 01 the 
: Welch fide. The body of Collonel Min was brought to 6 
ceſter, and vouch(afed an honorable buriall.

And it hath 
been obſerycd, that as the Irifþ Pacification was unlucky and 
reproachfull cothe outhide of the Kings ations amongſt his 
Proteiianc party; ſothe Commanders that came thence were 
unfortunate in all their deſignes, and in the end miſerable. 
When the Governor had ſetled his affairegat homg in rea- 
ſonable ſecurity, his defires and aime wastoput infor the ad- 
vantage of a more generall ſervice : and pitched upon theſe 
two propoſals, the one to make a diverfion from the Lord Ge» 
OE Bars then blocked up ia the Weſt, the other to keep 
back Prince ___ ſtragling forces which then lay between 
Shrewsbwry and Worceſter a little after the great Northern de- 
feat- And thele the Prince earneſtly defired, that upon this

Wherefore if poſſible to endeavour a diverſion from the 
Weſt-parts, the Goyernor drew towards B2th with ene hun- 
dred horſe and foot(the Forces lent co Sir William aller being 
in part returned) with a purpoſe to dillurbe the Kings quar= 
ters, and withdraw a part of the maine Army to inable Brz 
folland Bath. On the hils likewiſc he might expe&toencouny 
terPrince Rapert from Briſtol, who fled thither with about 
three hundred horſe preſently after thediſcomlit in the North. 
But within a few daycs upon advertiſement of the miſcarri-

edwith much diſtempers : and though the exigence of the 
Joaldier hath been in many places, yet the gleanings of 
vther Brigades have becn berter then our vintage. No Officer 
had any portion in the Contribution money : no pay for the 
troops for many moneths together, no allowance tor Scout, 
Sie, or Intelligencer, who obſerve anely the liberall and open 
handed, nor the hopes of reward to incourage the Souldiers 
gallantry : That the indeavoars of the Governor in keeping 
together, and increaſing the Forces were nigh loſt. Neither 
Wazany meansallotted to the (upply of the .neceflary atten- 
nts and Officers of a marching Brigade. And in the hcac of 
ſervice the nature and terms of the Governors command were 
diſputed, and twas very queltionable whether ta provide for 
the attendants of a march : chat onely a pragancicn ſeemed to 
becared for, that might live within the walls of Glexcefter,and 
nothing to further ſuch a&ion that might reſtrain , and leſſen 
the ſtrength of the Enemy, preſerve = Countrey , and pale 
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withall totherclicfof remote garriſons.Neverthelefle the efia» 
bliſhment of fuch a power was required in theſe parts a 
might check the Enemy in all bis marches and recruits: and 
_ this firengrth far greater then the ſtint of that conſtant number 
which che garriſons took up. 

--Inthis extremity the Governor was conſtrained to att, and 
marched on in the purſuit of the Enemy, who kept randevous 
neer Hereford with fourty two troops of horſe,reſolving to 
paſſethe Severne at Auſt, not daring to adventure over the hill 
Countrey. And toguard the paſſage, Prince Rwpers ſent into 
the Forreſt a commanded party of five hundred horte and 
foot. Theſe began to fortific Beachly for a lalting guard,a placc 
of extreme difficult appreach, being a gut of land running out 
between Seaverne and Yye,and theonely commodious _ 
from Wales to Briſtull, and the Weſtern parts, being the maine 
entercourſe of the Kings Army, and a ſtrong reſerve tor thelai 
exigence. It was high time therefore te cruſh this defigne,aud 
nipthe bud of fo great hopes. The Governor advanced upon 
them ſome fouredayes after they began their fortifications, 
and had drawn thetrench half way from the banks of one 


River to the other, when the ether part was well oe 


with an high quick-ſet hedge (which they lined with Musket- 
tiers) and a ditch within with a fair meadow beyond, wheres 
inthey had madea re-intrenchment. The firength conlilted 
neer of fix hundred horſe and foot , which atthe ficlt coquing 
onlighted upon a'partic of horſe from wotook ſomezan 
drove the relt inte the River: then faced the Enemy within 
Musket thot that Evening,and ſo continued the next morning 
waiting the opportunitie of an aſſault, for at high watcr the 
place was inacceflible, by reaſon of their ſhips which aarded 
each River with Ordnance, lying levell wich the ba x: , and 
clearing the faceof the approach from Wye to Seaverne. Winer 
fore the Governor taking the advantage of lowe water drew 
fortha party for the on-ſet.Theſe were brought neer the place 
of entrance, where the Enemy intended a draw-bridge, with 
order toſtormethe works which as ye were not finiſhed. Out 
of the forlarn hope the Governor had (elefted ten Musketiers 
40 creep along rhe hedges, and thenceto fall into” the wy 
| þreac 
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breach Theſe gave the firſt alarmegand cauſed the Enemy ( ac- 
cording tothe meaning of the plot) to ſpend their firlt ſhot in 
rain. And when the firſt volly was given, ere they could re- 
charge their Muskets, the Governor gave the fignall by the 
diſcharge of « Piſtoll: on wene the ——— and the Re- 
ſerve followings the Trumpers ſounding,and the Drums beaty 
ing, run up the Works, ruſhed in among them, and fell upon 
the hack, whenthe whole andcach part of the a&ion was car- 
ried on without interruption , and the Souldiers went up in 


ſack a regular march, and ſo great ſolemnity, that it ſeemed 


morelike the pomp of a triumph then the confuſed face of a 
kght. Of the Enemy ſome were killed, and the reſt taken pri* 
ſoners, befides ſome few that recovered the boats, and many 
ofthemthat took the water were drowned: And to grace the 
ſervice, it was performed in the full view of a multitude on 
Chepſtow fide, whileſt the great guns plaid from each River 
which caſt beneath the banks by the lowe ebbe did no cxecu- 
tion, but by their noiſe, and ſemblance of terror, both raiſed 
the Souldier, and conduced tothe majeſty of the viftory. 

. This good ſuccefle, and the ſeaſon held forth a fair oppor- 
tunitietocompaſle an other deſigne at chat timein agitation. 
Some oyertures were made by Lieutenant Collonel Kyrle of 
thedelivering of Afonmonth into our hands. Many did urge 
the preſent acceptance of the plot, and an haſty performance, 
and were diſcontented in that which they called flacknefſe in 
the Governor : when as neicher the method of the plot was 
propounded inthe generall (the circumſtances being left free ) 
nor the preſemr ſtate of things gave leave to manage the butt- 
nelſe, when the following Army of P: Rapert was to be inter= 
cepted, a work of greater concernment, and more beſecming a 


publick ſpirit then this latter : But at that time twas the uſuall 
miſtake of 


to their own Counties, and divide the Common=wealth into 
ſo akis petty kingdoms. And in this did Collonel Aaſie deny 
himſelt, in ſpending the latter part of the Summer in proſecu- 
ung alefle plauſible and appearing ſervice, though of larger 
concertumentt» But having now purſued the Princes horſe into 
Wakr,anddefiroyed the Encmies proje& in fortifying +: 
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hequartered with his horſe and foot neer Monmoxh on the 
Forreſt fide ; and receiving an anſwerto a —_ lately ſeny 
to Lieutenant Collonel mp nded unto him, and fol. 
lowed this way. That he would fcigne a Poſt from Gloweefty 
fide to defire a ſudden return with his forces thitherward, tg 
ſecure that part of the Countrey from the Enemy, which wa, 
already fallen out from Briffoll, and Berkley: and this meſſage 
wasto come to his hands at Mr. Halls houſe of High meadow, a 
rand Papilt, where It would take wings for its diſpatch to 
1ihouth , by which means Kyrle commanding the horſe 
might eafily f ties forth ſome troop to follow the Rear of our 
party. Her the Governor feigned a fudden retreat to 
Glowceſter, and having marched back three miles, lodged hit 
forces in a thicket of the Forreſt: & ſending his Scoats abroad, 
ented the Enemies diſcovery. Inthe mean while the intel. 
fee reaches Monmonih,t Leite: Col:Kyrle draws out,whom 
the Governonr ſarpriſed at midnight in High meadow how, 
with his troop of thirty horſe: and with as little noiſe as pot 
fible advanced thence to Monmonth. Nevertheleffe twas not fo 
deep a filence but the alarme was given by the Cornet of the 
troop, who eſcaped the ſarpriſal}, and the attempt made the 
more difficile, if not deſperate. The Town rook the alarme, 
ſtood upen their guard,expeRting an Enemy.Notwithftanding 
this, Kyrle with an hundred (ehe& horſe arrived at the Towns 
end, confidently came up tothe draw-bridpe , pretended a re- 
tura with many priſoners taken, perſwaded the guards, and 
prevailed with Coll: Holthy rhe-Governor of the Town dy the 
Officers of the guard,tolet down the draw-bridge,which was 
done but with much jealouficzand a ſtrong guard,$e the bridge 
eſently drawn up again : inſomuch that the firſt party were

\ The taking of Aformonth gave a fearful alarme to the whole 
Connteey ll jally ro the Earl of Worcefter ax Ragland Calle, 
who the Countrey, and callcd in Prince s horſe 
tatheir affhitance.

bondred foce. Ofthis preparation we were not advertiſed, till 
they fell upon ane of our horſe quarters in a ſtrong houſe neer

The houſe was made good 
tron of Captain-Byly, and Leift: Page, tall the Ma- 
prof the horſe had drawn up the troops, & faced the Enemy, 
whiletthe Governor commanded out of farmomb a hundrod 
and fity Muckentiers. But before our foot conld reach. rhe 
kouſetheir horſe drew thence , encountred with a party of 
a, being recharged by Major Backbowſe,were beaten back 
to the foor. By thistime our Muskctiers were orought _ 
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in the firſt charge put the Enemy to a confuſed running recrex, 
few ſeventy, and wounded many, took threeſcore priſoners, 
Of the Officers, a Major of horſc,and two Captains were lain, 
one taken , and'Sir Williem Bluxton ſhot in the thigh. Bur the 
purſuit hadan carly ſtop by a ſmall river which the Enemy 
paſſed,$ placked up the bridge: or their foot had been wholly 
routed and taken. The priſoners that were of the Countrey 
le the Governor entreated kindly , and after a few dayes 
{cnt them home by parcels,and cach man with a little noteor 
letter direfed to his maſter, or the ſeverall Pariſhes, to fignifie 
that the intention of the Parliament, and the preſent goyere 
ment,was not todeſtroy,or enſ{lave their perſons,or take away 
their livelihoods ; but to preſerve their lives and fortunes, to 
open the dourſe of Juſtice, & free them of their heavy burthens 
under the forces of Rapert a Germaze Prince. At the tree dif 
charge of the captives,they began to reſent the Governors hus + 
manity,as before by the ſlaughter of their men they had felt 
the forceof arms. And the diſperſed papers did in part undes 
celive the people, and diflodgethcir fears ; our horſe marching 
peaceably, and doing no ſpoil or vidlence. | 
After the appeafing of rhe Countrey tumults,the indeavours 
of the Governor were to reduce that people to a willing , and 
cordiall obedience. He diſpatched many letters of invitation 
to.the gentlemen of the Cou «and gave affurance to the 
beſt of his purpoſe to defend & make good the Town 
But all werefilent,and not two valuable ——_ did own the 
bufinefle. On the other fide, they did not fir a foot at the ſum- 
mons of the Earl of Worceſter: and in confidence of the juſtice of 
this party they frequented our markets; wheras at our firlt ap 
proach they drove away all their cattell,into the remote parts 
of _ ;yet molt of the gentlemen fled from their houſes- 
The preatei part of P: Raperts forees lie til under our arreſtin 


Waler,where they decreaſe and drop away , diſcontent and 
burden the Conntrey , between mw 05 ariſe pe etuall 
quarrels. Andthe truth is, even thoſe people whole affe&tions 
comply with the Kings deſigne, could never correſpond with 
the Souldier of that fa&ion,with whom there is no ealing for 
very friends.Iaſomuch that the generall hatred of the ſou}dier 


might drivein to the Parliacuent,a moderate enemy, and ſuch 
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as breathe a more cool ſpirit of malignicy , when the State ſhall 
reach our the hand to clear the way,and make good the engage- 


ment- 

Collonel Mafſie ſeems now to have ſpread the Branches of his 
goycrament beyond the {ap and ſtrength of the rootzand the ex- 
zreme parts grow burdenſome tothe main body. He had neither 
horſe nor foot to maintain what was gotten, conſidering the 
ſtrivings of the Enemy to repoſſefſe themſelves of Monmonth. For

takes tofortifie Beachly. The noiſed ſtrength of the Enemy round 
about did contribute to the deligne with all fiercenefle, tince the 
wantofa guard upon this paſſage did render all Sowbweles of 
little value. Andit highly concerned us to indeavour the preven- 
ting this projet, which threatned the ruine of the Forreſt, the 
intercepting of the paſſage between Glewcefler and Monmonth,and 
torender that-garriſon in great part uſelefſe. The Governor had 
a hard gametoplay, alwayes put upon deſperate haxards with- 
out a ſufticiencie to accompliſh or make good. For the caſe was 
queſtionable whether to deſert Monmonth,or ſeek to maintain ity 

aving no competent number for a Town yet unfortified, gene- 
rally malignant,in an Enemies countrey,at a great diſtancezand 
with a difficule paſſe: but that the wonderfull ſucceſle of Beechly 
twice fortunate determined the doubt. The buſinefſe was not ca- 
pable of deliberation,nothing bur a quick diſpatch had the ſhew 
of ſafety. Gerrard was to be kept from joyning his fortes with 
theſe in the Forreft,who when once fortified were not to be bea- 
ten out having all the advantages of Sea and land. And although 
his Forces hovered about the Countrey, pretending to fall upon 
Mamonth, yer about midnight, 0b. 13. one hundred Musket- 
tiers were drawn thence with cight troops of our poore horſe 
unto Clurewall, expeing there to meet the Newnh.m toot drawn 
off for this defigne, the garriſon ſupplyed in the interim by the 
Countrey Voluntiers. In thecloſe of the next evening they ap

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bafines.The horſe failed fix houres of the time appointed,whom 
the conſtantwant ofpay, and hands bound up from plunder,

necefiry drew them ton ſtrong combinati- 
ch oder emer ws the Governeurs maine care, 
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and had no ſooner appeared at the Townes end, but the firſt Guar 
fledde, and our men marched into the Town one by one, becauſe of 
theenemyes baracadoes, wem up to the maine Guard conſiſting of 
forty Horſe, who being ſurprized 8 daunted at the'ſudden entrance 
of our men, ana not conhiding in their owne ſtrength, quitted the 
place, and jeft the reſt in their quarters, moſt of which eſcaped on 
toore by the backe fide of the Towne, We took foureſcore Hor- 
&s, many Armes, twenty Priſoners, and of them two Captains, 
and the next morning brought off the forlorne Garriſon. 

In the depth of Winter, when cach parcell of the Parliament 
Army had retired into Lendox, or the ſecurer parts of that Aﬀocu- 
tion , and the Kings forces were diſperſed into the ſeverall qua- 
ters: Cirenceſcer and the hill Country of Glouceſter feire,was alligned 
to Sir Jaceb Aſbley , having the Command of three Brigades of 
toote, and aſlilted with the Queenes, Prince Rwperts, Prince 
Meauricer, and the Lord Wilmers Regiments of Horſe with others, 
His defigne was to deſtroy the Countrey, and live upon the rung 
thereof ; whoſe incurſions on that ſide, and the Briſoll forces - 
bout Berkely, with the Worceſter, Hereford, and Monmonth force 
on the other ſide, a&t ſomething daily to the ſpoyle of a muſerable 
Countrey , which is left as the Kingdomes forlorne hope, and 
croucheth daily betweene two burdens. The diſtreſſed Neighbour 
hoode 1 ſeeme to challenge thoſe ſeverall Armyes then in being, 
which lay tuſting in their quarters, to keepe the Aſſociated Cow 
tyes where no feare was, when they might prevent the ruine of 
their freinds, and ſtarve the enemy who live upon our fatneſle; 
when they might hinder the Kings Recruits, diſturbe their Winter 
calmes, and make them fight for the poſſeſſion and enjoymentof 
their owne Territoryes, But in the deepe ſilence of that part of tix 
Kingdome, theſe parts are borne downe by the maine Bulke of the 


Kings Army, without the leaſt inablement at preſent, or the hopes 
of fucure releife. 


+ :Theenemyes whole burden reſts upon this Government. Colo- 
nell 'Maſſe placed a Guard at "Re commanded a party 
Horlſe-and Oones. tO' Strowde a place moſt expoſed to {poyle: 
and ſet Guardes of Horſe at ſeverall places of advantage. Thele 
Guardesaffronted Sir Facob Aſoley in the ſtoppe of Contribuuon 
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and Plander, the indignation whereof drew him ont of Cireneefter 
with foure Regiments of Horſe jto Hampren Roade, where he 
divided his men, and ſent them out three ſeverall wayes to ſurprze 
our Horſe in their quarters, and plunder the.Countrey. Each party 
fayled of the deſigne, through the favour of Providence to that 
well affe&ed people. At each Guardes ſome few that tooke the 
Alarme did encounter. and {tave off the enemyes firſt violence, 
till the reſt of a few ſlender troopes were drawne up, and encou- 
raged by the Governours fortunate arrivall from Glexceſter aire ar 
thatinſtant, charged and overcame a farre greater power, which 
were alſo engaged to fight by their heavy plunder, and ditficult 
returne, In the whole about eight or nine ſlaine, and twenty of 


the beſt men of the Queenes and Princes Regiment taken priſo- 
ners, and of theſe one Captaine, and Corner. The ſucceſle did re- 


vive and e the Countrey, 
* Yet ern Ov dayes Sir ?aceb Afsley marched out of Cirence- 
fer with a greater power of Horſe and Foote, and aſſaulted the 
Guard at Lypiat in the abſence of the Captaine that com- 
manded there, with inſtructions from the Governour to draw off, 
if atany time an Army fell downe. But the Houſe being unforti- 
fycd was ſoone taken, and uncapable of defence, where we loſt a 
Lieutenant, and fifty private Squldiers. At which very time we 
had lodged three hundred foote within Adu/erden Houle ſent thi- 
ther the day before, with orders to defend it as a Garriſon, who 
bad no knowledge of the enemyes approach till they came within 
halfe a mile. They remained in the Houſe according to command, 
butinno defenſible poſture, nevertheleſſe expeRing the Onſet e- 
ery moment . The ſarprizall of theſe men was prevented by a 
meere accident of the Governours Arrivall, who faced the great

upon the Governor advanced with a party of hork and frote y 
 farre as Boebwry waiting for aQtion, bur ftaind onely for a night, hy 
ving phced towards worcefter and Hereford in the moſt pal 
ſible waycs for the Enemics approach, and fell into one of ther 
quarters, tooke a Captaine and his Cornet, with ſome commen 
T and fiftcenc horſes ; the Enemy falling downe from C+-

Whilcs theſe things happened, the Governowr received r con- 
mand from the Committee of both Kingdoms to attempt C 
Houſe, newly Garrifoncd by the Kings forces, under Sir 
Bard ; and the horſe of wer wicke,and Ceventryby command of the 
ſame Committee were toaide and receive Orders from him in the 


proſecution of this deſigne ; Colonell Adefſte tooke courage to tr- 
ſalve them of the incapacitie of thar fervice for the preſent, (ince it 
could not be done without greaterdoſſe to the Srate then the for- 
tune of the ation could countervaile ; for it was « worke of cant 
nuance that required our whole firength; and that ſide of the Cow

6x his power to the defiruction of the people, md the great 36-

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vantage of the Kings Army, and Br5fel in ſpeciall,furniſhing them 
with iron, wood & coales, The reminding of fo great a miſchief to 
the Parliaments Service made the Governour carefull to prevent 
him, and with an anfwerable number of horſe and feote advanced 
into the Forreſt towards Lidwey, whereSir Zohx and his party got in 
befoce him. But afcer a few ſmall skirmiſhes, to no valuable loſſe 
oncither (ide ; the Governour ſer guards upen all the paſſages, and 
impriſoned the Enemy in their own ſtrong hold,and again drew off 
che maine body in the view of the Garriſon. The Enemy obſerving 
his march, and ſuppoſing the expedition for Glexcefter, allied our 

S»iy-Houle at a miles diſtance,and a temporary garriſon for 
de blocking up of Lidney. In the inſtant of time the Governour 
returnes to this guar underſtanding by theScouts their neere 
approach, drew out a forlorne hope, faced and charged them, re- 
treated alictle, and faced them againe with the exchange of few 
ſhot, till the Enemy were brought up ſo high that they diſcovered 
our body. Hereupon they make a ſudden retreate,our forlorne hope 
fall on, and the body followes, turned their horſe to flight, who 
forſooke the foote, and left moſt of chem to our mercy. Here wee 
tooke one Capraine, with five and twenty common fouldiers, ha- 
ring ſhine a Captaine, two Leiutenants, and twenty fixe ſouldiers. 
The whole action upon theſe forces from Worceſter was performed 
ondy. with the jofſe of twenty horſes, and a few men fur- 
prized in their quarters, which nevertheleſſe coſt the Enemy the 
life of a Major. The paſſages from Lidzey are all guarded by our 
—__ ſtarve thoſe within, and preſerve the Forreſt from their 
plunder. - 

: The Governour having his hands and thoughts filled with theſe 
ons, was yet more perplexed by a freſh and unknowne en- 
gagement of Colonell Stephens in Wiltſtire. It happened that about 
this time the enemie had garriſoned an old,but repaired Caſtle at the 
Devizes, And to prevent the ſpoyle of the Country neere /Malmeſ- 
bury,Colonell Deveraxx had ercted a garriſon at Rowdn Houle be- 
tween the Devizes & Malmerbary ;and before it was fetled or well 
furniſhed with Ammunition and Proviſien,it was ſet upon, & fore- 
ly ſtraightened: Colonell Stephens being new!y made Governour of

Fi baſineſſe, breke threugh the Enemy with much difficulty and 
hazard, and relieved the houſe with proviſion and powder, but tai. 
led in the concluding part; for when be might with farce leſle difh. 
culty have forced the way back througha treubled enemy, he +- 
lighted unwarely and went into the houſe to- refreſh himſelfe, 
thereby giving the beſicgers time to rally, and to- caſt upa bref; 
worke before the paflage, that hee, with che reſt,, being foure hun- 
dred horſe and foote, were all cooped together, and the poore be- 
fieged are moſt deſperately ftraitened by this kinde of relicfe, They 
without are five hundred - the newes runnes to Glouceſter 
and calls for helpe, which had not needed, had Colonell Srephey 
unparted the bulineſle to the Gavernour,as he 0 Waited to 
have ſet the Country in a poſture on all ſides to face the Enemy, 
whoſe inrodes in the meane while were expeccd from each quar- 
ter. They were already drawne out of Cirenceſter, Farfard und 


Leeblade, and keept their Randevouz on the hills by Cirexceferr 
From Hereford they ſtirre with a great ſtrength on that ſide, andin 
ira thole that arc penned up. in Lidwey ftrive to breake 
priſon. ; 

Notwithſtanding this at our firſt alarme, the Governour ſent his

Rewwden Houſe : And though the weather diſperſed and drove backe 
the Country forces, yet ſuch hopes did revive the buſineſſe, that 
two rainy nights might be an opportune and aQtive ſeaſon for Co-

a partie of foote from Chepſtow landed at Lancavght, where they 
intended to fortify and to make good the Pafle over Wye: by which 
meanes they might iſſue out of #ales at their pleaſure. T he place 
containes foure hundred acres, having a very {traight entrance, 
Hereupon our ſeverall Guards drew together and fumnmonel the 
Country to aide and came up to the enemy, who were divided in 
opinion :. one part held it meete to make good the paſlige, the reſt 
perſwaded to draw out into the Field and fight. Thele latter pre- 
vailed,and for a while both parties faced each other. Our men drew 
out a forlorne hope of Foote; the place ſo requiring, next unto theſe 
2 forlorne hope of Horſe, and the reſt were appointed for a reſerve, 
Their Horſe violently charged our forlorne hope of Foote, who 
were ready to give backe when our Horſe came in opportunely and 
played their parts, whereat the foote tooke courage, and fell on 
.all together, and with one charge turned the enemy co ilight, that 
they killed few on the place, but drove them up to the River ſide, 
and fell upon the hacke in the purſujte, and fo cooped them up that 
few eſcaped their hands. About foureſcore-were {laine, of whom 
were Colonell Gawmwe, and Colonell Vaugerry; of the relidue ſome 
adventured the River to recover the Frigate : many were drowned 
of whom Colonell Peore Governour of Berkely Caſtle; bur Sir 
Jobm Winter and his brother with fone few beſides any 3 onely 
of an hundred men from ChepfSow, and an hundred and foureſcore 
Horſe and Dragoones from Lidwey Houſe. The remaunder fell into 
our hands, an hundred and twenty taken priſoners, of whom two 
Leiurenamt Colonels, foure Captaines, and divers infcriour Otfi- 
cers.

Nevertheleſſe he advanced into the neerer parts of Hereferdftire 
with two hundred. Horle and tive hundred foote, toſtartle the e- 
nemy or make fome diverſion, ſuppoſing they bent their courſe to 
the releife of Weſtcheſter. Here he found great multitudes of the 
Countrey people appexring in Armes, bur {tanding on their owne 
Guard, and declaring themſelves for neither ſide. It was hoped ne- 
vertheleſle chey might be made of good uſe, and the beſt affeRted 
of them gave Colonell Maſſie that farisfation as was meete, by 
whom he underſtood the condition of their engagements. The Go- 
vernour of Hereford ſending for hay and contribution to his Garri- 
ſon, was ſo farre denyed by the Countrey that it came to blowes. 
The people riſing to reſiſt, ſome few men, and as it was reported 
women and children were laine, .and ſome carried priſoners to 
Hereford ; alſo ſome of the Hereford forces were taken by the 
| men. Thenext day the Alarum went throughout that 
ſide of the County, and ſome parts of Worceſterſhire. The people 
uu into a Body,: and march to Hereford, Here they ſtayed 

dayes with a reſolution to have certaine Articles granted by 
the Governour of that Garriſon. . The ſumme of- their demaunds 
were to this eftet, that ſuch ef theirs as were held priſoners there, 
ſhould. be delivered forthwith ; that fatisfaRion be given to the 
Country for the loſſe they ſuſtained by plunder, as alſo to the wives 
and children of thoſe that were ſlaine : that the Countrey might be 
freed from Contribution and all manner of Payment to the Soul- 
Cicr; that fince the preſent forces of Hereford were not able to de- 
fend the County, they forthwith quit the Garriſon, and leave it to 
be kept by the Countrey, who are able to defend:the ſame, and 
the whole County with lefſe charge. Theſe and the like triviall 

Mages did they diſcover to the world, as it is wont to happen in 
Xh popular Commotions. In the meane while ſeveral Polts were 
diſpatched to Colonell Maſſie at Ledbury , - and letters returned 

him te them, and in paxricular to ſome Gentleme, the chei- 
felt and beſt affeRed. Theſe letters received by the Country peopic, 
tooke well with ſome ; bur the generall vote was that they

with them. Ocher meflengers came from them with intreaties tg 
march up to Hereford, promiſing concurrence mn aſſaulting the 
Towne; others would have him fall upon another Garriſon a4 Cc 
nex-Froome. The Governour made anſwer to the ſeverall Megs. 
ges, that hedeſired to conferre with ſome of their beft intruſted 
Gentlemen and Yeomen, expefting meete ſecurity that either 
Proteſtation or raking the Nationall Covenant they give him an gf. 
ſurance of their ſtanding with the Parliament, requiring them t 
caſt off the enemy, aud receive orders from him, to af nothing of 
themſelves without the conſent and approbation of Parliament, 
without which eng agement he could not joyne or aft with them, 
To this they replyed that they held it a thing ofevill conſequence, 
and dangerous to declare themſelves,and they knew their ability of 
themſelves to performe what they had reſolved, intreating him to 
march backe with his men, _ ——_— that they were ou 
freinds; but could not declare for either fide : this at oftheirs be- 


ing a juſt defence againſt the unjuſt proceedings of the Commirtee 
CG of Hereferd, and to ſecure the Countrey from con- 
tribution and quarter. The Governour makes anſwer to this re- 


ſolve, That the courſe they had taken was neither fafe nor le 
gall; for if in this confuſed manner they ſhould gaine it 
would doe them lictle ſervice : unlefle they were able to keepeit 
from the Kings Army, and be able of themſtives to beate 
wholly from tha fide Seeverne, that no incurſion could be made 
on their 'Countrey from any part : that they would diſtreſſe them- 
ſelves without releife, becauſe their illegall way would not be ow- 
ned by the Parliamencs forces:for though they have undertaken the 
preſervation of the Kingdome, yet they cangive no proteRion to 
any that will not joyne with them in that way which the repreſer- 
tative Body of the Kingdome thinks fit. For a third party cannot be 
n England, And ere they have no way of ſafety ar juſtificati- 
on in this aQion, but a ſpeedy declaration for the Parliament,from 
nent nodes ſecurity and proteQtion and after aflurance 
cuttys a Countrey to their owne likings. He gave 
them likewiſe to underſtand, that the charge of Aa aenetei

follow; thar if they cloſed with Hereford, and compoſed the ditte- 
rence, this compliance might laſt till Prine Raperes returne, and 
then they muſt looke ro pay for this rebellion: but if they pur- 
poſe at laſt ro fall in with Repers, it would haſten their bondage, .

Hereupon Colonell Adaſfie marched from Refſe, and paſſed the 
Seaverne towards Berkely, purpoſing to joyne with Sir willies 
Waller, who was noyſed to be come into the Borders of this Coun- 
trey, when the day before ſome of the Berkely forces had iſſued out 
towards our Garriſon at Siiwbridge : but ere they could retrente 
to the Caſtle, the: Garriſon forces fell upon them, (lewe twelve, 
wherof one Caprain,an [riſþ Rebell,and took twenty hive priſoners, 
whereof rwo were Captaines and one Leiutenant. The Governour 
with his party advanced thence towards Chipping-Soabury, where 
Colonell Strange with a party of Horle began to fortity : but upon 
the notice'of our Advance retreated to Berkely. | 

No ſooner had the Herefordfbire men disbanded, and returned to 
their owne houſes, but Prince Rzpere falls backe out of Shrepſtire, 
and comes upon them with his whole Army. The noiſe of his Ar- 
rivall doth haſten the Governours returne to Glexcefter : who drew 
thence two hundred Horſe, and five hundred foote into the Borders 
: of Hereſordſtire, where many of the Countrey people reſorted unto 

him, ſome with fire weapons, ſome with others : but the wantof 
firengrh, eſpecially of Horſe,render'd him of lirtle capacity co pre- 
ſerve them, The people having good deſires, but daunted with the 
greatneſſe of the enemy, and the flendernefſe of our forces, were 
wholly loſt.'Sir Williew Waller was importuned to draw this way, 
or toſend a party which might prove of the greatclt advaty 
tage to the Kingdome, when the Princes deſigne was :01ye on chat 
Countrey to recruite his Army with men, horſes and inoney for 
the Spring a&ion, and the approach of the Parliaments Army z and 
would not onely bring in the Countrey, and make hem firme to 
their ſervice, but diſappoint .if not deſtroy Prince Ruperts Army 
at that time the greateſt in the Kingdome, being a contluence of te 
forces of Prince Rupert, Prince Memrice, Colonell Gerard, Lord 
Haſtings, Lord Afly, & Sir Marmaduke Langdalr. Theſe men __

all before them,take mens Perſons, ſpeylejcheir Eſtates, diſarme the 
Countrey, reape the benefit of the late inſurreion, and extra&t mo- 
ney by force and terrour from the poore people : whoſe deſtruftion 
25 well as their late rifing in Armes is wholly loſt to the Parliament, 
and ſerve onely to make up the enemies recruite. The Princes impreſſe 
men in great dbundance in Hereford, Monmench, Worceſterſhire, raiſe 
great ſummes of money, get good ſtore of Armes : neceſſity in part 
mg them ſuch ways of violence ; and coercive power. And 
the prelt men were of {uſpeRed hidelity, and lefle value, and 
had ofcen deceived them in the heate of battell : yer they conduced to 
the ſudden forming of an Army when the Kings Aﬀaires grew deſpe- 
rate,and thruſt m with the old Volunteers made up the bulke of a 
great Body. Thus both the and the ruines of the Coyntrey 
are left to the enemy, when by the aide of twelve hundred Horſe in 
the beginning of this inſurreRion, the hopes of the buſineſſe might 
without vanic iſe the Parliament many thouſand fighting men 
of all ſorrs thoſe already in pay. | 
Sir Fol Winter the p of the Forreſt once more I 
the relcife of Lidney , and obtaines from the Prince about two 
thouland Horſe, and fifteene hundred foot, who breake in to deſtroy 
the and difarme the Inhabitants. The Governour with 
what he can make marched to #eſbary and with- 
ma mileand a halfe of the enemy, and gave order to the Guards tha t 
beſet Lidey,that the foote be drawne off to the Garriſon of Naſt,and 
HighmeadoWw, and the Horſe repaire to the Randeyoure, which was 
done withour loſle, when the Forreſt was full of the enemy. He 'pre-. 
ſerved likewiſe the lower parts neere the river, but for want of horſe 
wherein the enemy did abound, cold not without extreame hazard 
and lofle advance to the further parts, where they kept their Rande- 
voize, and which they laide uk plundering 'the houſes to the bare 
walls, driving all the cattell, fiezing upon the perſons of men, and 
ng them ives to Monmouth, and Chepſtow, except ſuch as 
to us by flight, (as many did with their Armes) and ſome few 
that ſaved themſelves in Woods and Minepitts. The enemy did not 
adventure into the lower and neerer places, where our foot lay ready 
and reſolved co undertake theirs .if they came on. Our Neigh 
parts of Hereford and Wercefer faire, rune the like forcune with 
n the Forreſt,and looke blacke upon this Garriſon which was not a» 


ble to preſerve them. The Kings forces returned che ſecond time _ 
S the 
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the Forreſt; and rooke the gleanings of the former Harveſt : yet the 
neerer parts are {till preſerved. The enemy raiſed themſelves to 4 
great power,already reputed ſixe thouſand horſe and foote,und ſerme 
to endeavour Northward, wherefore the Governour intending to 
helpe the Countrey, by driving up the Reare, of their march, or to 
put in for any ſervice, advanced to Lidbwry with foure hundred horſe 
and five hundred foor, his whole marching ſtrength, notwithſtan- 
ding .the addition of two hundred and. fifty Horſe from Nw- 
thempton and Warwicke, and with this party attended the enemyes 
motion. Hither Prince R#pere advanced with the beſt part of his Ar- 
my, of whoſe approach neither ſpye nor Scout from the Out-guards 
made the leaſt diſcovery, till they came within halfe a mile of the 
Towne, horſe and foote, to ſurprize or at leaſt to ſurround us. The 
Governour inſtantly commanded the Horſe to mount, and drew up 
the foote, though not in ſo good order as he might, by reaſon of the 
ſudden Alarme; and ſuſpeQing what he afterwards founde, that the 
Prince would endeavour to compalſke him in, he marched off the foot 
With all due ſpeed that the enemyes right or left wing might not get 
before us, which they endeavored by Ending one party to the Towns 
end to keep us in action there,whilit two other parties fetched a com- 
P3ſle upon either hand, In the meane while he brought up choſe few 
borſe,that were not upon the Our-guards to charge the enemy at their 
firſt entrance, and placed an Ambuſcado of twenty Muſquetceres to 
make good the retreate. But the buſineſſe was aQted ſo, that the Go- 
vernour in perſon with the Field Officers and Caprtaines were enfor- 
ced tq entertaine the enemy with ſeverall charges, and beare the 
brunt alone, till the foote had ridde ſome ground before them. In this 
part of the skirmiſh their loſle was the greareſt for number, of ow: 
only Major Backehowſe mortally wounded,the Governour,whom the 
Prince aimed to charge, had his horſe wounded under him by two ſe- 
veroll ſhots.Our men drew off as was meete,& made good the retreat 
three or foure miles to the enemyes loſle, till they came up to a place 
of thelter,whenhafting to get before the right wing of the enemyes 
. horſe, they were put iato ſome confuſion; And the Horſe having ro 
great defire to fight, negle&tcd the advantage of the place,to ſtop the 
purlut though the Governour endeavoured what he could to eng2ge 
them. Thar the enemy fell in among the Reare Guard of the foote, 
where he loſt neare two hundred men taken priſoners: many Country 
men being taken in to make up the number, This buſineſle coſt them 
the 
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. the lives of fame Ir Officers, and the Prince miſkcd his aime o$ 
ſurptizing: Con Maſe but the Governour ſuppoſed the ſtay of 
the Princes march an advantage to the Service. 
| Nevertheleſſe the Army continued ſome dayes after,betweene He- 
and Worceſter recruiting, dayly, and ſceme to put much confi- 
dence in the Country, whom they cauſe, not onely to abjure the Par- 
lament, but binde over to themſelves þy folemne oath, ſwearing in 
the preſence of God ; That they beleeve no pawer of Pope or Parlia- 
ment can depole the King, and obſolve them from their naturall obe- 
dience to his Royall Perſon and Succeſlors, that the two Houſes of 
Parliament without the Kings conſent, have no power to make 
Lawes, or to binde or oblige the ſubjeRts by their Ordinances, that 
they beleeve the Earl of Efex, and Mancheſter, and Sir Thomas Fair- 
faxe, Sir William Walter, Colonell Maſſie, together with all ſuch as 
have already, or ſhall hereafter take up Armes by Authority, or com- 
miſſion from the members of Parliament at Weftminfler, pretending 
to fight for King and Parliament, doe .thereby beceme aQuall Re- 
bells, and as ſuch ought with all their adherents and partakers, to be 
raya and t to condigne puniſhment : that they will never 
Armes in their quarrell, but will,if they be thereto called, aſliſt 
their Soveraine and his Armies in the defence of his Royall Perſon, 
Crowne, and Dignity, againſt all contrary forces to the utmoſt of 
their skill and power,and with the hazard of their lives and fortunes; 
that they will not diſcover the ſecreſics of his Majeſties Army unto 
the Rebells, nor hold any correſpondence with them; and all de- 
fignes of theirs agamnſtthe Kings Army, for the ſurprizing or delive- 
ring up of the Cities of Hereford or Worceiter, or any other of his Ma- 
jelties Forts,they {hall truly diſcover to thoſe whom it ſhall concern, 
{o ſoone as it comesto their knowledge. That his Majeſties taking up 
Armes for the cauſes by himſclfe ſo often declared in Print is jultly 
neceſſiry. That they ſhall endeavour all they can to hinder popular 
rumulcs, rifings, randevouzes, meetings, contederacies, and aflociati- 
ons of the people, trownes, hundreds, and countries, which are not 
warranted to aſſemble by his Majeſties expreſle commuiilion, or by, 
power derived from him by vertue of his Commultions, and in the. 
ſenſe he meanes it,and that they decett from their heart that ſeditious 
aud traiterous late invented nationall covenant, and proteſt never to” 
take it, AJl theſe particulars chey vow and proteſt tinceerely toob- 


folve without Equivocation or ment?l] Refervation. This Pretettas 
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tion was ſtrialy injoyned by the Princes, to be taken by all without 
EXCePtion, in the Counties of Aonnmontb,G lenorgan, Breeknoeke, Ra. 
dnor, Hereford, and Woreefter, Neverthelefle this conſtained »& conld 
not knit the hearts of a male-contented Country to the love of tht 
ſide, nor could the State permit the enemies exaction and violence by 
this vow eternally to binde up the people from well-doing, 

The Princes Army is the maine reſt of the Kings Aﬀurcs which 
js wary then daily by impreſſing the Countrey, raking in lefler Bri 
gades, _ draining the Garriſons, and a part of Goring: Army paſſed 
over the "mrs as Briftoll into Wales, and fo to Rupert at Here- 
ford. After a little ſtay to perfe@t the recrwte the enemy drew thence, 
the Infantcry and Artillery lay betweene Worceſter and Beawaly com- 
manded by Sir }aceb Aflry, whileſt Rapert and Mawrice with the 
horſe and ſome ſele& foote fetch off the King from Oxford, aſſiſted 
alſo with Goringe Horſe and Dragoones, who left his Majeſty at Stow 
and marched backe over the hills into the Welt through our Borders, 

The Governour received another dropping by the addition of two 
Troops from Newpert-Pagwell, the Auxiltaryes were in all three hun- 
dred and forty : his owne fo few, weake, and ill armed, that he could 
ſcarce muſter a hundred 6ghting Horſe : and thoſe much diſconten- 
ted, obſerving the reſt in good equipage, but themſelves in the con- 


ſtant ation Souldiers naked and muſerable. Theſc are imployed in 
attending the m—_ march , to preſerve the Countrey what 


they may ; yet they it with frequent Alarmes, and ſomertims 
beate up the leſſer parryes, and upon ſundry attempts tooke one Co- 
lonell, divers Captaines, with inferiour Otficers and ſouldicrs. 

Sir Jobn Winter im nw, of longer ſubſiſtance and livelyhoode, 
deſerted and fired his houſe at Lidwey, having firſt ſpoyled the Forreſt 
arid ſo before hand with By this time the Counties round 
about are cleared of the Kings Army, and Colonel Maſſie rece:ved 
A larger ſupply of Horſe from the remainder of Coloncll Bher and 
D albeir; Regiments commanded by Major Bader : and thereby int- 
bled rounderrake ſome important Service. Eveſhens was beheld us 
the moſt rune and of greateſt concernment in diſtreſſing Wor 
cefter, and eſtabliſhing the Committee by Order of Parliament for 
that County, Wherefore the Governour dreiy before it with five 
hundred foote from G leucefter and two hundred from Warwicte,who 
belonged to the Worcefter Committee, with a ſtrong able Brigade of 
Yprſe, and in the name of the King and Parliament fum Colo- 
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gell Robert Governour of the rowne, ro make 2 ſpeedy ſurrender

with all Perſons, Armes, Ammunition and Proviſion, 
which he there held agzinft the juſtice of them both, or upon refuſall to 
expect ſuch juſtice as 


and ſword would inflict. And to this he expe- 
Qed a ſpeedy anſwer. Colcnell Legge ſent backe the Summons with this 
anſwer. You are hereby anſwered in the name of his Majeſty, that this 
garriſon which I am incruſted to keep,I wil defend fo long as I can with 
the men armes and ammunition therein, being nothing terrified by your 
fammons. I perceave you are a ſtranger to our ſtrength and reſolution, 
further treaties will be troubleſome. 

Upon chis returne the Governour prepared the deſigne, and ordered 
teach Otficer his charge in the ſtorme. The aſſault was to be made on 
each part of che towne. The fide that lookes towards Worcefter was to be 
ſormed in five places with one place at the bridge on the orherſide of the 
nver. The commanded partes of the foote were lead on by the ſeverall 
Capraines, and ſeconded by the Horſe devided into three Bodies. After 
the diſpoſition of the defigne, and the night ſpent in Alarmes, the Signall 
was given little after breake of day, when both horſe and foore fell on 
together with life and heate in a furious aſſaulc, broke up the Palliſadoes, 
tilled the grafts with and other preparations, made ſundry paſſi- 
g65, recovered the and ſtood firme on the Parapet, whulclt the 

ers from within played furiouſly. The foot having recovered the 
ſhelter of the dicch b-ae off the enemy, got up by ſcaling ladders, ſtood 
on the breaſt workes, and ſome centred bur were againe driven up by the 
Horſe to the top of the workes, where they ſtood firme and fired, but 
after a while ready to be beaten off by the violent charge of the encmics 
horſe, till a parry of our horſe oa that tide drawing up cloſe, and having 
a \ma/l breach made for their entrance, fell in and beate off the enemy 
from that bulwarke ; whileſt another party made an encrance neare the 
Bridge. And now they tumble over theworks on all ſides : and charge up 
both horſe and foore with ecquall igallancry, bore downe the enemy and 
maſtered the Garrifon. The confli& was hot and ditficult for almo!t an 


houre, and maintained by the enemy with much reſolution. The lives of 
the Officers and Souldiers were wonderfully preſerved in that violent ' 


ſtorme, when each man was expoſed to the hazard of the moſt daring e- 
nemy. Of the Otficers two oncly wounded, and ten private ſouldicrs 


ſhine, and twelve of the enemy.

vening before to k eep off an approaching enemy from Worceſter about 
hundred horſe were drayne out, an4 kept guard five miles from Fr. 
ſbam, faced a party of horſe from {Worceſter, whoſe haſty and diſtrafted 
retreat gave ſuch an alarme to rhe whole City, thar they hred foure pecce 
of Ordnance before day, and alarmed the Conntrey round about, when 
the Conqueſt was already ſecured, and the Parliament Maſters of Eve- 
ſham. 

This performance was the concluding hononr of Colonell Maſſie: go- 
vernment, after his remove from the preſent command was reſolvedby 
both Houſes of Parliament, when the defires of promoving the publike 
{ſervice made him to hazard the fame of his former archievements by the 
doubrfull iſſue of the laſt ation. 

Some dayes before hee had an honourable invitation from the 
Weſterne Gentlemen, and the ſame day that he entred Eveſham, rect- 
ved a Commiſſion from the Lords and Commons to leade an Army 
che Welt : The Parliaments command found the Governour abfolately 
free in afteRtion and choice, willing ro comply with their pleaſures, net- 
ther longing to ſtay, nor eager of a change, bur in any place readyto 
ſpend his blood in the Kingdomes Caule, if he might not ſpend t in 
vaine, Nevertheleſſe the City and County of Gloxceſter did much reſent 
it,anJ ſomething repine that their Governour ſhould be ſnatched from 
ſuch a people as kad done much, and ſuffered much in their fidelity and 
reſolution without preſident (con(idering the many aſſaults) that had fi- 
crificed their lives and fortunes in preſerving this City and the King 
dome therein, that had borne ſo inuch in the firing of the Suburbs, inthe 
burning of many houſes neere the towne, ſome by the Enemies malice,

Beſides, this they had ſtrong defires of retaining their Go- 
vernour having ſo long experience of his judgement to foreſee dangers, 
and care to prevent them, of his readinefle to iſſue our for offence and de- 
fence upon each incurſion, of his indefacigable induſtry in taking the ad- 
vantage of all oportuniries to weaken rhe Enemy, and happy ſucceſſe in 
all enterprizes, of his diſpoficion and comportment, by which he cheri- 
ſhed the well-affeRed, ratisfied and confirmed the indifferent, reduced 
the very malignant: and by khimſelfe engaged the Country tor armes, and 
po_ the ſouldiers from mutiny, rapine, and plunder, or other vio- 
ence in the Garriſon or Country. To all which they added an unavoids 
able prejudice againſt any ſtranger, though in himſelte able and faithfull, 

ing the many by-paſt = and the Enemies implacable malice 
who breach out threatnings daily. Such was the ſenſe of the people uni- 
verfally.. And 'the Major and Aldermen with the whole City News- 
wie Contradicenee did ſo farre honour themſelves in vindicating Colonell 
Maſſet,as to petition both Houſes of Parliament for his continuance in 
the Government, repreſenting in expreſſe termes hls noble diſpoſition, 
conſtant and unwearied paines, bleſt by God with extraordinary ſuc- 
cefle, and his maine influence on the hearts of the people in generall, 
moſt of them being by him ingaged in armes for the Parlinment, and 
upon the whole ſo tdiery,who were kept together to ſerve in this Coun- 
tric, chiefely by the love and reſpect they beare to him. And this they 
acknowledged not with an intention of preſcribing rules to the State, 
but out of their care and zeale to the common Caule, They likewiſe im- 
portuned the Lord Majer, Aldermen, and Common-Councell of Londor, 
upon the mutuall bonds of former engagement, in defending and raiſing 
the late Siege of Glomcefter, to repreſent unto the Parliament the ſenic 
of their feares, and the Countries diſtraQtion at the removall of Colo- 
rell Meſſi: : complaining of the ſiniſter ends of ſome ter perſons who 
brought in a croſle Petition, with Articles in the name of the County of 
Glexcefter, which no part of the County did ever acknowledge, and of 
which no corner thereof was conſcious. 

The Houſe of. Commons would nor accept the charge againſt Colo- 
nell Maſſie, and that they might deale in the butineſſe withour partuality, 
refuſed alſo the Countrics Peution.
